| poor laboring man,one Zacob Fl. 
'N lex, who had ſeveral years been 
® troubled with an inveterate or old Head-ach, | 


commonly called Cephalea, fell into our Hands, 
after he had, for more than 14 years at times, bin 
rampering with many other famous Phylicians, 
tonopurpoſe, $ 2. The Conſtitution of his Bo- 
dy was thin, lean, and ſpare, ſo that the ſick ſee- 
med to be in an abſolute eg Ltrophia,or Conſump- 
tion, and ſo we had concluded, but that his good 
Appetite, and continued ſtrength of Body, with 
ſome other ſigns, were good Indications to the 
contrary ; however he was of a cold, dry, and fa- 
line habit of body, and of a very Melancholy and 
miſtruſtful mind, $ 3.

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4+ Diſeaſes of Repletion are ſuch, wherein 
various kinds of preternatural Humours, avd 
otherMatters either thin and folid,abound above 
the equality or deſign of Nature ; as Water ina 
Droply, Rhume ina Catarrh, Chalk or Nodes 
in the Gour, the Stone or Gravel in a Nephrits, 
Pw in an Apoſtume, with many others of like 
kind, which in their places ſhall be Demon- 
ſtrated, 

5. Diſeaſes of Ablation are ſuch, wherein 
there is a deficiency of the Natural Juyces, Hu- 
mours, or parts of the Body ; as of the Humi- 
dum Radicale in a Tabies, of the Chylus Juyce in 
a eFtrophia, of the ſubſtance of the Lungs in an 
Ulcer thereof, &c. 

6. Theſe are all the principal kinds of Diſca- 
ſes, from the Nature of which, the general In- 
dications of Cure aretaken : For in the firſt, It 
is neceſſary that we remove the Intemperature, 
which isall that is to be done, and that is done by 
the Exhibition of Alteratives, as is ſcen in a finy 
ple Feaver without PutrefaRion: In the ſecond 
Caſe, That the preternatural Matter ſuper« 
abounding, be taken away, and this is done ſom- 
crimes with Catharcicks, ſomtimes with Emeticks, 
ſomtimeswithDiureticks,Sudorificks,Salivatiks, 
Errhins, Sternutatories, and ſometimes by Vefi- 
catories, Iſſues, application of the Seton, &c, In 
the third Caſe, that there be made a Reparation 
ſo far as is poſſible of the Natural matter which 
is DefeQive : This is done. by the exhibition of 
great Openers, Attenuaters, Inciders, Analep- 
ticks, or Reſtoratives, &c, 

7. Inorder to the performance of theſe things, 
there is a neceſſity of the Knowl: dge of the Di- 
ſeaſe, of the Cauſe, or Cauſes, a: dof the hope 
of Cure ; which we ſhall conſider in the Path 
lozy of each Diſeaſe in particular .

appearance : this ConjunQion of Principles in 
Man,is that which Philoſophers call the Arche, 
the.

1, He was a luſty likely Youth, 18 years of 
Ae, and of a Sanguine Complexion: his Giddi- 
efs often troubled him by Fits, but eſpecially if 
xt any time he weat near Water: It was accom- 
panied with a darkneſs of Sight, which Diſeaſe 
$called Scotoma, and is the worſt kind of Yert:- 
0; his eyes being ſhut, yet nevertheleſs all things 


pbjeted to the internal ſenſe. ſeemed to turn| 


ound ; this Difeaſe thus compounded of both 
yith Blindneſs is called Scotodinos, 
2. The Seeing is hurt by the too much agitati- 
dn of the Spirits, they being moved either by 
hemſelves , or with the mixture of a Vapour : 
The Spirits- are contained in the Brain its Arte- 
ies and Ventricles, which beiog vehemently mo- 
ed (without the mixture of a Vapor) repre- 
entstothe Imagination the like commotion,from 
hence arifes a Yertigo. - This vehement motion 
ff the Spirits may ſpring from divers cauſes, as 
rom a hard and continued- motion of the head , 
ong turning round, &c, wherein although the 
iead and body reſts, yet they keep their courſe 
or a while, after the ſame manner, till they can 
eſt again, So alſo the head being bowed a great 
nile downwards, the Spirits then tending from 
tence upwards to the beginning of the Nerves, 
pon the lifring up of the head again, the ſame 
Ppirits with haſte and violence going back again 
0 their proper Seat, ſtir up a Vertigo, Some- 
imes it may come from a motion of the body, 
and vehement commotion of the mind, being of- 
en and mightily exagitated in deep Cogitations, 
Paihons, Watchings, Studies, &'c, whence a Ver- 
go often ariſes, Sometimes from the long ſee- 
Icg of a thing turned round, or other violent mo- 
lon, whether real or ſeeming ſo, as the Earth 
Pcems to be moved and run, to ſuch as Sail ; but 
ere it only comes to paſs in ſuch whoſe Spirits 
te eaſily ſtirred, or in ſuch as are diſpoſed to 
Tom. I. 
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this Diſeaſe, whereby occaſion is given for the 
Fir to feize, although the cauſe thereof be incon-, 
fiderable. Sometimes a Yertigo isexcited from 
looking down from a high and dangerous place,

1. A certain fair and wall. coloured woman 
from a ſetled Grief fell into a fickly Diſpottticn, 
in the Evening ſhe was pretty well ; but in- the 
Morning, for ſhe grew very ſomnolent and hea- 
vy, ſhe cotnplained of a Stupidneſs and Heavi- 
neſs in her whole head, with a Yertige at every 
motion thereof. 

2. A little after ſhe conſtantly expeQed a 
Convulſive fit, or the inſenſible amazedneſs of 
the Spirits, and ſometimes this, and ſometimes 
the other did infeſt her. For that after the 
Fertigo, as it were a previous Velitation, for

awakened, the ſame ſpirits being moved, either 
a bending downward being made below, they 
were depreſſed upon the beginnings of the 
Nerves, and there being exploded they exci- 
ted (onvulſions of the YViſcera ; or leaping back 
towards the middle of the Brain,and being there 
ſtruck off, they brought in thoſe frequent and 
terrible Inſenfibilicies. ; 

8, In truth, this Diſtemper was ſomewhat a

for fifteen or ſixteen Weeks time in London, I 
became, to all apprehenſions perteRly well , fo 
that about New years day, I was not only freed 
from all my pains, ſwallowed well, eat, drank, 
and flept well ; butalſo my ſo extreamly exte- 
nuated Body, became filled with fleſh again. 
Seeing my Seif in ſo good a Condition, I: ſud- 
denly returned to the City, where after a few 
days, by little and little, (almoſt inſenſtbly ) my 


Diſeaſe returned,and I fell into another Relapſe; 
of which I ſhall ſpeak in the ſequel of this Ob- 
ſervation. 

8, But leaving the abſtruſe or hidden Cauſes 
of theſe things to the various determinations of 
other Judgments,we ſhall now come to ſhew what | 
Meaical Progreſs was made in order to the Cure 
of this ſuppoſed more than natural Diſeaſe, 
The Piles being perfeRly removed, as aforeſaid 
at $ 6. above, left behind them a continual Fea-

17. But after all this Reſignation, that God 
might ſhew Me how Great he was,and the migh- 
tyneſs of his Power, as well as how Good, and the 
large extent of his Love ; He gave a Reprieve 
and Conntermanad, that My Sou! ſhoula be Deli- 
vered from Death, and My Life from the Pow- 
er of the Grave, For between twelve and one 
in the Mgrning (the ſame Night) I extreamly 
Thirſted after a little Wormwood Wine (a thing - 
formerly affe&ted by Me, though of late diſuſed:) 
anJ My defire was ſo extream, that My Lite (at 
that Moment ſeemed to depend thereupon, It 
was gotten for Me, though at ſo unſeaſonable a 


time ; and Idranka quarter of apint. of it : it 
ſacisfied Me much, {excepting as to its quantity, 
for I thought I could have drank a Gallon or two 
thereof) and revived me aboye the Power or 


Force of the greateſt Cordial, Preſently after 
I found I had a Stomach, and deſired to eat 
ſomewhat, I did . not much care what ; I was 
anſwered that there was Muttcn in the Houſe, 
and I cauſed two little Stakes ro be broiled for 
me upon the Coals, which was done, and I eat it 
up,and I drank after the ſame a draught of Ale; 
and then repoſed my Self co Reſt ; This was more' 
than I had done before from the beginning of My 
Sickneſs; & this continued for ſome days: I drack 
dayly the Wormwood Wine, a quarter of a pint, 
or balf a pintaday; and my Appetite conti- 
nued and I eat and drank freely and ſlept well, 
and had in my own Soul again the eAſurance of 
Recovery.

2, Alloavout Noon and in the Evenings, a 
thin and ſharp defluxion fell down upon bis 
Lungs, which Cauſed a yery tedious dry Cough, 
and made him greatly fear a Conſumption ;

4. Take Mutton-broth, twelve onnces : Ins 
Jaſion of Crocus Metallorum , three ounces : 
' Tinfare of Colocynthis, half an ounce : Ol, 
two omunces : mix and make a Clſter ; this 
wrought four or five times upon her, whereby 
her Body ſeemed to be ſufficiently opened. 

5. I alſo made a Revulſion, by applying a 
Veſicatory to the Crown of the Head, which be- 
ing healed up, I applyed others to the Soles of 
the Feet, whereby a ſtrong derivation was made, 

6. Six days after, I gave ber this Vomit : 
Take ſyrup of ſquils, an ounce and half : Infu- 
fron of Crocus Metalloram, half an ounce : ex- 
trath of black Hellebor, a ſcruple : diſſolve, mix, 
and give it early in the Morning faſting ; this 
gave hercight or nine pleaſant Vomits ; and 
brought forth a very great quantity of green

6. This being done, I emptied her Stomach 
with a gentle Vemir, then I drew Blyſters upon 
both her Feer, fo that the Diſeaſe which uſed to 
come once a day, came not aboye once a Month, 
SY I was encouraged to proceed fur- 
ther.

9. But accidentally being affrighred, ſhe was 
fiezed with the Epilepſy again; at what time my 
help was again requeſted, after due purging, I 
gave ner my magiſtral Epileptick Pouder, which 
ſhe took from a ſcrupletoa halt a dram every 
Morning faſting. 

10. AlfoI cauſed her Head, being firſt ſha-

2. AfterwardsI ordered him to take the L#- 
ar Pills once a Week:for four times together,by 
means of which a vaſt quantity of humors were 
evacuated out of the Body. 

3. And by treaſon I was fearful that the /:- 
ſceraſhould be too much weakned by ſo much 
purging ; I ordered him to take our Elettua- 
rium ad Tabidos, every Morning faſting, the 
quantity of a Nutmeg, and as much at Night 
'going to bed, 

4+ Theſe things wert not without their ſuc- 
ceſs ; for there was not only a plentiful evacua« 
tion of the humor made, but there was a Corro. 
beration of all the Facuities and Functions of the 
rhole Body. 

5. Yet notwithſtanding all this, we could 
not ſay, Our Patient was cured, or in any ſeem- 
ivg hope of Cure; however I difpaired not, but 
intreated him to go on, that we might make the 
utmoſt Tryal that could be, 

6, I cauſed his Hair to be ſhaved, and a Ye- 
ficatory to be laid all over the whole Head, by 
which many large Bliſters were drawn ; theſe

8, Burt by reaſon -he complained of a great 
illneſs of his Stomach, want of Digeſtion and 
loſs of Appetite ; I-ordered- him to take the 
Antepileptick ſpirit of Vitriol, in all the Licuy 
he drank, by means-of which the Faculties ar 
FunGions of the Stomach came to be reſtored, 
and his digeſtion ſtrengthened, fo that he coul} 
eat with a ſtrong Appetite, 

9. Yet notwithſtanding all this, his Epileyſg 
remained, howeyer I. adviſed him. to continue 
the uſe of the means, and gave him ENCOUrage- 
ment and ſtrong. hopes,. becauſe the ſtrength o 
his Diſeaſe declined every day : moreover, he 
I nat one fit, where he uſed to have twote, 
ore, 

10, Theſe things tired our Patient ſo much 
that he reſolved to take no more ; for although 
his Diſeaſe was not ſo ſtrong, as it was when 1 
took him in hand, yet nevertheleſs the tediouſ- 
neſs of the Cure brought him into diſpair ; boy 
ever this advantage he had by the Medicaments 
he took, that whereas before he uſed to have 
fits almoft every day ; it would be a Week, and 
ſ{omtimes a fortnight between each Parez)ſm, 
which to me would have been ſo much matterdl 
hope and ſatisfa&tion, that I ſhould have c& 
tainly continued the uſe of the means to a pet- 
fe& Cure. 

I1. However aCure did ſucceed,aſter a whil 
though not by my means; for being in 
Barn, accidently he fell down and broke bi 
Head, fo that there was a Fiſſure of the Skul.

to her ſelf again, 

2. After which, a Chyrurgion applyed 
Cupping-glaſſes with ſcarification roche bruiſed 
parts; by means of which, a great deal of 
black bruiſed Blood was drawn forth, and in a 
ſhort time after, all the bruiſed places - of the 
Shoulders, Neck and Head, were made per- 
fealy well. 

3, However, about twelve or fourteen 
daysafter, near the new of the Moon, the 
Girl was taken with a fic of the Epilepſy, with 
agreat crying and roaring out, a forcible fal- 
ling to the Ground, and a foaming at the 
Mouth, 

4. Theſe fits came every two or three days ; 
at the end of each fir, there came out of- her 
Noſtrils, about half a ſpoonful or better of 
clear viſcous water, by the appearance of 
waich, I Judged the Cavities of the Brain to 
be offended with a watery Humor, the Evacua- 
tion of which might conduce to the reſtoaring of

5. I Cauſed her to take the Solid Errhin?s

12. However after the fits ſeemed to have 
left her, they Return'd again, but at larger 
diſtances of time, to wit, about ſix months, 
I adviſed, to the atliduous Uſe of the ſame Me- 
dicaments, concluding, that that which had fo 
far weakened the Diſeaſe, as to makethe Inter- 
vals of each fit to be five or ſix Months, would

The Child was the only hope of its Parents, 
and Heir to all their Fortunes, which made 
them ſo much the more concerned for his Cure, 
he firſt fell into the Hands of ſeveral Men of 
great repute and fame for their Learning, but 

hiefly for their knowledge in Phyſick,theſe men 
3id him no good at all miſtaking the Cauſe of 
he Diſcaſe. | 

3, For when he was a little Infant, he had a 
ſore in one of his Leggs near the Ankle, this 
irying up, or being healed by Art,without pur- 
ginz, brought upon him an evil habit of Body, 
ſo that he ofcen complained of a heavineſs or 
dull pain of his Head, 

4. From whence I conceive, that the Diſeaſe 
might rather be cauſed from the Tranſlation 

of the matter to the Brain,than from any fright, 
boy great and ſudden Toever, though I believe 
Nature might take advantage thereby to make 
thefirſt manifeſtation of theDiſeaſe,and no fur- 
her T believe it to be a Cauſe, 

5. The firſt thing I did in order © this Cure, 
Kasto make a couple of Iſſues, the one, on the 
ame Legg where the Sore formerly was, the 
iter cn'the Thigh of the other Legg. 

6. This done, I applyed Yeſicatories, furlt to 
he Soles of the Feet, then to the Nape of the 

eck,upon the Vertebre thereof, alſo I made a 
ertle kind of Revulſion by Sternatatories and 

rrhines applyed to the Noſtrils, 

7. I purged him gently with Sena, ſtewed 
1 Pranes, which was repeated five or fix 
nes, and was, indeed, all the purges I gave 
im, 

8. Aﬀterwards, I cauſed him to take my /þe- 
ifck mariſtral Antipileptick Ponder, and to 
ontrue the fame for two or three months. 

9. His Drink, I ordered to be a DecoRion ; 
ace as follows : Take Guajacum, Sarſa, Sar- 
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ſafr as, China=root, Liquorice all raſped, of each 
half a pound : Raiſons of the Sun, blew Cure 
rans, of each a pound : Anniſceds, (arraways, 
Parſfiey-ſeed, all braiſed, of each two ounces : 
make a Decottion in ſixteen or twenty quarts of 
Water ; boyl a third away : then ſtrain, ſweeten 
with ſugar, and with Ale-Yeſt , being warm, 
work it up, when cold and ſettled, bottle it ap, 

10. This was his conſtant Drink, during 
the Cure, and by the means of which things, he 
was perfe&ly reſtored to his Health; outward- - 
ly his Head and Leggs were anointed often with 
the Apoplettich Balſam mentioned in the fory 
mer Cure, 


VIII. The Falling-fickneſs is a Melancholy 


Woman. 


1+ This Woman was about thirty five years 
of Age, neither fat nor lean, of a Melancholy 
habit and conſtitution of Body, which Melan- 
choly though it was continual, yet ſeemed to 
have certain Paroxyſms, wherein the Melancho- 
ly diſpoſition became ſtirred up to a height, if 
not to a Frenzy, yet to a Fooliſhneſs, when the 
fit was over, ſhe would be as rational and ſenſible 
as eycr, but yet very Melancholy. 

2, After ſhe had been in this Condition four 
or five year, ſhe was taken with a Vertigo, which 
uſnally came once or tiyvice a Month, and com- 
monly a little before the Melancholy fir, this 
Vertiginous Diſtemper grew ſtronger and ſtron- 
ger upon her, ſo that at laſt ſhe would fall 
down, but retaining her Senſes , and as yet 
without any ſymptom of the Epilepſy, 

3- But as the Diſcaſe grew ſtronger, and the 
firs more numerous, ſoat length ſhe ſeemed to 
fall with a kind of Convnlſion, this continued 
upon her about a quarter of ayear, 

4. Some judged it to be the Falling-fiebnef, 
others not ; however the principal Symptoms of 
an Epilepſy were abſent, yet notwithſtanding ia 
length of rime, by the ccntinual increaſe of the 
Diſeaſe, the fit ſtezed her with a forcible falling 
down and foaming at the Mouth, by which the 
Diſeaſe firſt ſpecified was confirmed, 
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5. Afﬀterthat the bad ſeveral Fits, irregu- 
lar as co their Intervals, buc they at length be” 
came more certain, and fiezed her only upon 
the change, fall, and quarters of the Moon, 
whereby the was a little forewarn'd of the time 
of their coming. 

6. Moreover ſhe would ſay, That ſhe knew 
of the coming of the fir, two or three hours 
before-hand, by reaſon of a certain alterati- 
en which ſhe found in her Head, which is no 
uſual ching. 

7. She would complain of a dullneſs and 
heavineſs of her Head, and although pot much 
' Pained of a Yertigo or Giddineſs , by which 
things did not ſeem ſo much to turn round, but 
rather topſy turvey, heels over Head, ſo that 
ſhe would ofcen complain, though ſhe ſat never 
ſo ſecutely, that ſhe was falling back-ward : 

8. By which it appeared, that the .conjunct 
Cauſe ofthe Diſeaſe lay in the Occipat or hin- 
der part of the Head, and aſlaulted the Noble 
Ventricle- or Original of the Nerves, which was 
confirmed the more ; for that when ſhe fell, ſhe 
fell not ſideling, turning as it were a little round, 
and as is uſual in this Diſeafe , but all together 
backward,ſo that upon the approach ' of the Pa- 
roxyſm, (he would often cry out,ſome body was 
pulling her backward, 

9. As to the Curehereof, many things were 
attempted, but altogether in vain; ſeveral Phy- 
ficians delivered their Judgment, that ſhe was 
Tncarable, grounding their Opinions upon the 
Authoricies of Hippocrates and Galey, that if 
an Epilepſy happened to any one above the Age 
of twenty five, it was always /ncarable. 

10, However notwithſtanding theſe great 
Ocacles, the contrary was proved upon this Pa.. 
tient, though indeed the Cure was difficult : 
many Methods and Proceffes were uſed in vain, 
being long and tedious and ſeveral years under 
Cure, yet at laft it was happily accompliſhed, as 
In the ſequel of this Hiſtory you may perceive. 

11. This Woman had been for a long time 
without her Courſes, to wit, three or four year, 
and it was the opinion of her former Phyſici- 
ans, that if they were produced, or an equiva- 
lent quantity of Blood taken away inſtead of

:F. According to this advice, ſhe was {. 
veral times let Blood, and ſeveral times eyen ty 
Fainting ; fo that it- was ſuppoſed feyery 
quarts of Blood was taken from her. 

13. By this means ſhe ſeemed to be nyg 
better for a conſiderable ſpace of time, as tothe 
Epilepſy ; but ſhe was made more pale, ya 
thin, and lean than before, and her Melanchy 
Diſtemper ſeemed rather to. increaſe, for th 
diminition of the Blood was no doubt the dinj. 
aition of the Spirits ; foraſmuch as the Blood is 
the Vehicle of the Spirits. 

14. However though the fits ſeemed tobe a 
fent for a very conſiderable time, yet they were 
not totally remoyed, for after four monthstine, 
they return'd again with much greater violence; 

15, Whereupon the DoQtors adviſed her ty 
the ſame courſe of Bleeding again, which ſhe 
and her Friends were unwilling to ; for that ſhe 
had been ſo much weakned by the former bleed, 
ing, and that not yet recovered : they allo lay, 
that the fit returned with ſa much the more vio« 
lence by how much ſhe was weaker, which could 
be no encouragement to ſuch a kind of Cure, 

16. She had alſo taken ſeveral things inyard- 
ly, whereby ſhe had ſuch a loathing and arerl- 
nefs to any thing of Phyſick, that it was difficult 
to perſwade her to the taking of any more ; 
that what we were to do, we were forced to d 
chieffy by outward application, which was no 
ſmall diſcouragement tothe hopes of a perk6 
Cure, 

17. Her Husband however earneſtly requ- 
red my help, and did at lengrh engage me intl 
ſo difticult an undertaking : by reaſon ſhes 
ſo averſe to inward means : my Confuitatis 
was, what outward Courſes were to be uſed, i 
moſt probable to doher good ; at length I cor 
cluded upon applying Velicatories to thei 
of her Feet, which I did, repeating them {erets 
times ; to wit, five or fix times, and it wascat 
to a very conſiderable advantage of the Sick. | 

18, For although the Epileprick fits wereF 
taken away thereby, yet they were much cia 


niſhed, as to their yigour and time of cont! 


ance, alſo that which was moſt remarkables 
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Epileptick Emplaſter of Franciſcu 
which ſhe wore : long time. ane. 
26, In all this time, we could not prevail 
with her totake any thing inwardly, ſave the 
following Diet, which he took for her ordinary 
Drink : Take Water, twenty quarts : Guaja- 
cumraſped, aponnd : Saſſafras, half a ponnd :

1, Theſe brought a great quantity of cold, 
watery, {limy, and picuitous matter : theſe were 
reiterated every day, or every three cr four 
days; 3s occafion required, for a Month toge- 
ther, whereby the Bowels became well cleanſed 
of a ſharp,acrimonious humor ; ſo that ſhe ſeem- 
ed to be exceeding pleaſant, and to grow every 
day more chearful than other, 

22, After this, I thought of other ways of 
Revnlfion ; 1 cauſed two large Veſicatories to 
be applyed, one upon each Shoulder ; theſe, 
after healing, I reiterated twice. 

23. I alſo cauſed two Iſſues to be made, cne 
ineach Arm, in the Brauny part above the El- 
boy; they ran freely and well, and vended a 
larze quantity of matter. 

24. Theſe things being done, I cauſed the 
Hair of her Head to be ſhaven off, ard I ap- 
plyed a Veſicatory over the Head ; this alſo was 
repeated three times , after which her Head 
wasvery lightſom and pleaſant ; alſo a dimneſs 
of Sight,which ſhe had for ſome years complain-

39, And with much perſwaſions, I gained up- 
on her to take now and then a Purge of Sena, 
made by boyling it with Prunes, the ſyrup of 
which ſhe took withour any diſguſt,and ic purg'd 
her very well.

{aid, her Terms wereefleQually brought down, 
and -ſhe confeſſed ſhe found much benefit, 

34. Now whereas ſhe complained, that when 
the Epzleprick fit came upon her, it was as if 
the had been pulled backwards, 1 cauſed all the 
hinder part of her Head, and nape of the Neck, 
asSalſo the whcle Back-bone it ſelf from the Yer- 
zebre of the Neckto the Os Coccigts to be very 
well bathed twice a day with the Powers of Am- 
ber alone,and ſomtimes with the Powers of Am- 
ber mixed with the Powers of Roſemary, Sage 
and Saſſafr a5. 

35. Theſe were conſtantly uſed for five or 
fix Weeks, by which ſhe'found not only her 
Head and Brain cumforted, but her whole uni- 
verſal Body warmed and {trenpthned. 

36. Thus wasthis ſuppoſed incurable Crea- 
ture, after a long uſe of Medicaments perfe&ly 
reſtored to Health, although but a very few 
Medicines were given inwardly ; and ſhe re- 


ſeveral years; nor do I know that ſhe was ever 
rroubled with them after. 

37. In this obſervation there is ſornewhat

4+ They came conſtantly -with an exceed. 
ing Crying out and a great fall, the Phyſicians 
which had him in hand, took away a great 
deal of Blood from him, almoſt to fainting 
but that did no good, 

5. They likewiſe purg'd him, -with ſeyeral 
things, but all in vain ;- For the Brain wasſo 
weakned, and the paſlages fo ſtraitned, that 
without the ſtrengthening of the one and 
opening of the other, there could be no hopes 
of a Cure. 

6, I Choſe ſach a Medicament that had both 
theſe properties, to wit the tinfare of Luna, 
of which I gave eight or ten drops Morning and 
Evening in a glaſs of wine: moreover I purgd 
him with Pi, Zanares, three or four graiosat 
atime ; which was Adminiſtred once or twicea 
week, according as the Exigency required.

by health of Body is attained art laſt, 

9. This young Gentlewoman by looking up- 
on another wiſhly, at the time of her falling 
down, cauſed her alſo, as it was thought, to fall 
into the ſame Diſeaſe; and ſome think it is 
done © by the Efiluvia of the Eyes, wherein 
the Venom of the Diſeaſe is ſecretly con- 
veyed, 

10. But whether it did or not, I will not 
here determine, though it isthe abſolute opi- 
nion of many great Phyloſophers, and ſome 
Circumſtances are ſo ſtrange thar a man can 
ſcarcely misbelieve it, without doing a great 
deal of violence to his Reaſon and Under- 
ſtanding.

1. A Youth, fifteen years of Age, had been 
more than ſix or ſeven years obnoxious to an 
Epilepſy,he was of a freſh colour {ſanguine Com- 
plexion, great high ſpirit, and of a. ſingular 
Wit and Ingenuity. 

2. Thediſeaſe crept upon him by little and 
little, the firs being very gentle at firſt, after- 


wards more Extream: when they had held him 


about two years time, they left him for a year 
oftheir own accord, without Phyſick : but by 
being accidentally frighted , after an Inter- 
val of about fifteen months ſpace, they af- 
fliged him again, with an exceeding deal of 
violence, 

3. The youth was ſenſible of the fic before 
It came,and would Cry out, Ohb,'tis now a com- 


ing! when he was come to himſelf again, he 


would declare how its approach was. 
4- Firſt he felt a lightneſs and fwiming in 


his Head, which made all things ſeem as it 


they turnd round, preſently after his Head 
would be dull and heavy, and he would ſud- 
denly be taken with a Convulfion, as though 
his Neck and Soulders would be drawn toge- 
ther, whereupon he immediately fell with 
violence, foaming mightily at the mouth. 

5. I beheld him in ſeveral of theſe fits, but 
that which is more Admirable is, that theſe 
firs ſhould viſit him four or five times in a 
week, and ſomtimes two or three times a day, 
and then all of a ſudden, ſo to leave him, 


that he ſhould be without them for a month or | 


fix weeks together. | 

6. For which ſpace of time he would ſeem to 
be perfe&ly well, being as merry and brisk 
aS if he had never ailed any thing; and then 
of a ſadden without any known or previous 
Cauſe, to fall into-the ſame again, with all the 
force and vehemence immaginable. 

7. The reaſon of this Phenomenon I might 
vive here, but I defign to do it in another

2, Great endeavours had been uſed for the 
Cure of his fits, but nothing prevailed, and af= 
terwards when the ſtoppage of Urine came upon 
him, nothing was left unattempred in order to 
his delivery therefrom ; there were exhibited 
proper Inciders,Openers,SpecifickNephreticks, 
and ſuch things as might not only prepare and fic 
the Body for a Diuretick Evacuation, but they 
were alſo given with O/caginous bodies, things 
naturally to be exhibited in a Nephritis, that as 
well as the paſſages might be opened, they may, 
be made {ſmooth and {lippery. | 

3.Ttn days paſſed over, wherein not ſo much 
as onedrop of Water was made; notwithſtand- 
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ing the Catheter was made uſe of, ſo that now | 
all hopes of Life was diſpaired off, 

4+ Upon the eleventh day after. this ſtoppage 
of Urine, the Sick was taken with the laſt of his 
Epileptick firs, in which he dyed. 

5. *Tis wonderful. to be obſerved, that after 
his Death, a flood of Water came out of his 
Mouth, near tothe quantity of two gallons,clear 
and alittle viſcous. 

6. Afterwardsthe Body was opened, and the 
ſubſtance of the Brain on the left Side was 
found reſolved into a kind of Mucilage ; in the 
Cavities-a great quantity of humor was found, 
not much unlike thick Milk , his Liver and 
Spleen were ſound and firm, the Cyſts of the 
Gall, not differing from thoſe in perfe& Health.

pily, genteely,and free from any Care, trouble

4- But whatever the" true Original of her 
Melancholy was, I could never learn, nor kear 
her confeſs: this Melancholy diſccntented Cop- 
dition fo far increaſed upon her, asto render 
her very unhappy in her perſon, made her ye 
chin and lean, brought npon her great weakcels, 
fo that . ſometimes. ſhe would Faint or Soon

16, Make uſe of Beer but ſparingly, ſeeing 
it generates Wind, unleſs it be pure and clean 
from all dreps, it muſt not be eicher toonewnor 
too old, into which infuſe Harts-tongue, Cete- 
rach, Roſemazsy, Spleen-woryt, Sage, roots of 
Peony, Elecampane, Carduus ; alſo Hydromel, 
as it may be prepared about the Canicular 
days; in the place of Beer you may uſe the 
DecoGion of Saflafras, with Feanel and Raiſuns 
prepared with Wine.

2, His fits were upon him almoſt day and 
right, continuing without any Intermiſſiun 
above two days together, 

3. I was aſtoniſhed to behold how while na- 
ture Tay proſtrate and vanquiſhed, rhisperſon 
could ſuſtain ſuch a concourſe of firce and vio* 

lent ſymptoms for 1s long a time. 

4. It was obſerv'd, That the matter did de- 
ſcend from the Hcad very often by the Jaws in-

3. That which is Hereditary, is never tobe 
cured, and antient Phyſicians were of the opis 
nion, that if it happened to people, which were 
much in years, that it was alſo incurable, bar 
experience has contradiced that, 

4. For we have known people above fifty 


years of -age Cured, but we contels it has been 
with great difficulty. 

5. In ſome perſons ir is cured without the 
help of Phyſick, in whom, fiezing upon them 
young, it has continued ten, twelve or foarteen 
years, but at their atriving at puberty or ripe- 
neſs of age, or in Virgins at the coming down of 
their Terms, the Diſeaſe of irs own accord has 
left the Patient. 

6. Though in this Caſe, I am very apt to be- 
lieve, that . va might be ſome congruous and

The (ure of av Epilepſy by conſent 
from the Stomach; 


1. If vapours ariſing from the Stomach to 
the Head be the cauſe of the Falling-ſicknefs, it 
is known by a certain pain going, before, a per- 
turbation and ſickneſs at Stomach, with a kind 
of heavineſs or weight about the Precordia, want 
of Appetite, weakneſs of the ConcoQtive Fa- 
culty, belching of Wind, with other. like Sym- 
ptoms. 

2, The Sick alſo upon the acceſſion of the Fir, 
is ſenſible of it before-hand ; and ir oftentimes 
comes upon an ernptineſs of the Stomach, or too- 
long faſting, 

3. Children are often affe&ed with this Di.- 
{care from this yery cauſe, whea either the Milk. 
is corrupted in their Stomachs ; or it was before - 
hand of a vitious quality, from ſome evil habit 
of Body in the Nurſe ; and then it is known by 
pripings in the Bowels of Child, the Ordure be- 
ing either of a Saffron, or of a Verdigriſe like 
colour.. 

4+ Inorder to the Cure, purgation is neceſ-. 
ſary ; and that kind of Purgation by Vomir, . 
more eſpecially if the Sick is apt to that evacua- 
tion. The Bilious humor Phyficians ſay, needs 
no preparation : but thick, tough and viſcous 
flegm, they ſay, ought to be. prepared before- 
hand for evacuation, that it may be the more 
eaſily expelled (which thing Dr, Wills ſtoutly 
denys.) Sennertys adviſes; to prepare the mat- 
ter by taking Honey of Roſes, Ox ymels, Syrups 
of Betony, ſtachas, and ſuch like. 

5. If the Sick is not apt, or does not eaſily 
Vomit, the cauſe may be removed by things - 
which work by Stool, as Ziera picra, & piluls- 
ex Alse, in a cholerick cauſe : . Aparick, 7allap, 
in a flegmatick cauſe: ſena, Hellebor, &c. in a 
melancholy cauſe, 

6. In this caſe the ſtronger Purgers are not to 
be uſed, leſt they draw too much, or new mat- 
ter to the Ventricle, and thereby. augment the 
Diſeaſe by a continued hburting. or weakning 
of it.

_ is alſo an Itching of the-Noſtrils and end 
of the Noſe, 'caufing a great defire torubthe 
ſame : about Evening, or in the Night cimehe 
ſick is troubled with much ſpitting : ſomtimes 
there is a great heat and fluſhing in the Face,and 
that of a ſudden, with apain and gnawing of the 
Stomach and Boyels. 

3- And in ſome perſons there jsacontraRion 
of the Muſcles of the Abdomen, with a grum- 
bling of the Guts and torment ; coſtivenels of

Men, yet) with the Counſell of that Great 
and Learned. man Dr, Willis, do judge that 
advice to be ( it not fruitleſs, yet) the going 
round about by the hedg, wiile we leave un- 
troden the ſtraight and diamerrical paths of 
Truth and right reaſon. 

2. To avoid therefore the tracing of this un- 
neceſſary Labyrinth, we ſhall begin ar their (e- 
cond Intention which is the evacuation of the 
Morbifick cauſe, which is don either by bleed- 
ing, purgiag, Sweating, or other like mediums

3. Bleeding then is only to be admitted, 
where there is an extravaſation of blood ; fur 
if ic be otherwiſe attempted, you will dim'.

has caſt forth, and does daily caſt forth ſhould 
be taken away, and this is known by one evident 
and manifeſt ſign, vi7, that the Sick is very 
apt either ro bleed ar Noſe, or elſe to fpit 
Blood, and that in large quantities: In this 
cauſe ('as alſo where the blood is mixt with 
much Melancholy, ) the ſame Anthor, would 
have bleeding immediatly and in the firſt place! 
ro be attempted, a Clyſter or proper purge 
being before hand given: and then alſo you ought 
not to draw away the Blood largely, bur 
ſparingly.

1: A young Woman of about twenty ſix 
years of Age, of a Melancholy habit of body, 
had been for more than two years troubled 
with Hyſterick fits ; ſhe continuing without cure, 
the fits came to that Extremity that after a 
Convulſive manner they drew up all her Body 
into an heap, with an exceeding great Groaning, 
and almoſt intolerable pain, chiefly in the Bow- 
elis and Meſentery. 

2. I was atlaſt call'd to her, when ſhe was 
in the extremity of one of her fits, at which 
time her ordure and urine came from her in» 
ſenſibly, and ſhe was in an extream cold ſweat, 
ſtriving within herſelf as if the pains of Death 
had been upon her: how long the fit had teen 
upon her, I c@nor exatly teil ; but whilſt F 
was conſidering what to do, ſhe came to her-

F. This as it agreed moſt with reaſon and 
truth, ſo it was a very ſatisfaQory judgment 
to thoſe about the ſick, ard therefore the Pa- 
tient was forthwith committed ro my charge ;

4. Externally, I ordered her Head and 
Stomach, as alſo the 114 dorfs, to be bathed 
with the Poteſtates Nervoſe twice a day, viz, 
morning and night.

(Ct is a neat Medicine : for it neither 
greaſes as Oy], nor coatinues wet, as water, 
but momentarily drinks into the fleſh, fo that 
it could not be nauſeous to the moſt queaſy 
Scomach : By the time that the whole quan- 
tity was ſpent, the Patient (thanks be to God 
for ſo great a mercy ) became perfeRly well,

9. It is wonderful tow ſuddenly and how 
admirably the External uſe of the powers of 
eAmber, did not only diſſolve that extream R:- 
gor, but alſo perfectly remove the Convulſrue 
fits, performing outwardly what no aRual ex. 
ternal heat could do; for hereby momentarily 
the whole nervous ſyſtewze was throwly heated, 
and the cauſe of the Convslſion diflolyed, which 
by a Cart load of Internal medicaments could 
never have been ſo exquiſitely, and ſo ſudden - 
ly performed ; moreover the Nerves them- 
{elves were mightily corroborated and ſtreng- 
then'd, 

Io, But during all the time that this was a 
doing outwardly, inward Medicines were not 
wanting to be uſed; for I ſent down alſo with 
the ſaid powers of Amber, the ſpirit of Saffron 
( which ſhe much defired, and confeſt ſhe found 
much good in) the powers of (loves, and the 
Pateſtates Convulſive and Nervoſe, which I 
ordered her to take, either as her Stomach 
liked, or alternatim, in Sack, as aforemen- 
tioned : theſe things ſhe failed not to per- 
form ; and in one months time became pertect- 
ly well, beyond mine, or her Friends expeRay 
tions;

1. The exquifitneſs of the cure, and the ſpee- 
dy performance thereof, makes me to inſert 
this example.

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,, I was forthwith called to her aſliſtance, 
where her Husband related to me, the whole 
progreſs ot her Diſeaſe, which was very ſtrange, 
ind admirable : a Phyſician and Chyrurgian, 
yhich had been before me, had taken away 
ſrom her at four ſeveral times, and all in the 
ſnace of eight days, above foreſcore ounces of 
Blood, hoping therefrom for amendment and 
Cure, but the fick inſtead of growing better 
upon it grew worſe.and worſe every day, and

3- Whereas, if it did happen from ſome 
grievious difeaſe of the Brain ( as indeed it 
mult needs be a grievious Diſeaſe, which muſt 
induce ſo yehement a ſymptom ) the acci- 
dents: of {onvnlſions would not fa ſoon remit: 
as alſo in other hurts of this principal part, 
we ſee there ſucceeds long continued and laſts 
ing ſymptoms, as you ſee in an eApoplexy, 
Now thoſe affe&s which happen tothe Nerves, 
which cauſe Convalſions, as a Punure, In- 
flamation, &c, it-they were in the Brain, 
would not cauſe them, but an eApoplexy and 
| Phrenſie : althou oh the. Brain thus affefted by 
conſent alſo, if the cauſe offending be great, 
and follows continually, not only irritating the 
Brain it- ſelf; but alſo by its Vehemency and 
frequency ſo hurting it, contra&ts alſo it

1. A lufty young Man being let blucg by 
an unskilful or carlefs Chyrurgian, had tt 
Nerve or Tenden lying under prickt by th, 
point of the Lancet, whereupon the Man pre. 
ſencly fell into Conwalſons firs. Upon which 
three or four other Chyrurgians were prefer. 
ly called : ſome were for cutting the Nety, 
aſunder, others were for laying it bare and ( 
making application. 

2. Objections were raiſed againſt both gg; 
by the firſt it was obje&ed, The uſe of the men. 
ber would be loſt for ever : by the ſecond, That 
the Patient would be put to a great deal more 
of exquiſite Pain whereby the Convlſon might 
be encreaſed, and the ſick put in manifeſt dans 
er. 

3. While all theſe great men were incon- 
ſulcation what to do ; a Chyrurgians boy 
there alſo preſent, ( a bold youth ) x an tothe 
bleeding wound a peice of Spunge dipt in 091 
of Tarpentine, ſg | ſo bound it up, withall giy- 
ing the Man a little Aqua Afirabili, out of 
a bottle which he had in his pocket, then cau-, 
ſed ſome ſervants there preſent to lay him 
down upon a bed : by this means the Convul- 
ſion was retrieved, and the wound and pun- 
Cture of the Nerve, healed and conſolidated, 
ſo that there was no need of a ſecond applicati: 
on, or uſe ofany other Medicament, See what 
great things are ſomtimes done ſuddenly and 
unexpected,and that by ſmall and trifling reme- 
dies, The boy,only cid this extewporance or up 
on the ſpot, whilſt wiſer heads than his ( as be 
thought) were conſulting upon more mature 
and fit applications. 

4- Once ſince, I was occaſionally in the 
Country, where ſaw ſuch a like accident done 
by a Chyrargian, letting a Man blood in tbe 
Arm; I immediatly, ordered the ſame ap 


plication, gave the man a little e4qua Celeſ', 


and cauſed him to be laid down upon a bed to 
repoſe himſelf ; by which alone application, 
the Man was retrieyed out of the (onv#(01,

1. A Man about fourty five years of age, 
veing invited to Supper, drunk liberally and 
entifully ; infomuch, that by his large eating 
and drinking he plainly ſurfeired himſelf ; at- 
ter Supper was over, he began to be very ſick, 
and deſired to yomit, but could not : his (ick- 
peſs grew extream upon him, ſo that, forth- 
with he was forced to be conveyed home ; where 
he was got to bed; but he had not been in it 
long before his ſickneſs came to that extremi- 


ty, that life was diſpaired of; the Man all this 
while not Vomiting, and his ficknels ſtill in- 


creaſing, a violent Feaver ſeized npon him, 
with putrefation of the humors, and about 
midnight by reaſon of the yebemency of his 
ficknels and Feaver, he was taken with ({o»- 
vulþon fits. 

2, Upon this a Doftor was ſent for, who

5. Mureover, 1 ordered her to fit in a-fal- 
ph uz; 
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Phur bath, as long as ſhe could bear ir, and 
immediately coming our of it, and, being dryed 
with cloths,to be exrreamly well bath'd with the 
powers of Amber alone; or with this mixture : 
Take powers of eAmber, eight ounces : powers 
of Limons, of Oranges, of Roſemary, of each 
three ounces: mix them, with this her whole 
body from Head, to Foot was bathed, imme- 
diately coming out of the bath, as alſo morn- 
ivg and night, at other times, by the uſe of 
which things ſhe found an unexpreſſible good, 
and in a ſhort time a perfe& cure. 
6. However by reaſon ſhe complained of a

have often taken of them with good Succeſs. 1 
believe under God, they. have been an 1nſtru- 
ment of my Preſervation for theſe three or 
four years laſt paſt. But of late eſpecially, I 
bave been troubled with the Stone, and by tak: 
ing of your Pills, 1 have voiazd many Stones, 
and ſume of them, of a prodigious Bigne|s to 
come through a mans Tard. Theſe are the 
Gentlemans owa words in his ſaid Letter ; 
however I have a Cloud of other Experiments 
of the ſame kind ; which enduced me at this 
time to their Exhibition: I ordered him to 
take them every third or fourth day, by the 
uſe thereof for fix or ſeven times, there was 
not only a large Evacuation of corrupt, putrid, 
and evil humours, but alſo a Production of 
ſeveral ſmall Stones about the Bigneſs of 
Wheat.

5. However the more abſolutely to ſecure 
our Patient againſt theſe Convulſive- Motions . 
I cauſed him to be bathed all over, twice a 
day with this following Mixture, Take Powers 
of Amber, Powers of Oranges, of Limans, of 
Marjuram, of Sage, of Pe ny-royal, of each 
three ounces : Powers of unipere Berries, of 
Rue, of Caraways, of Amſeed, of each thres 
ounces: of Roſemary, of Saſſafras, and if Cx: 
ſtoreum, of each one onnce : mix them : with 
this Mixture he was bathed twice a day from 
Head to Foot, for ten days, but more eſpeci. 
ally the Convulſed Parts, Hereby the Ge 
nns Nervoſam was mightily comforted and re- 
freſhed, and the Cauſe of the Spaſm: infome 
manner diſcuſſed. 

6. Butas it was apparent that the Stoye was 
the prime Cauſe of this: peſtiferous Evil, fo it 
was our Care to .uſe powerful Lithontripticks, 
for this purpoſe I: ordered the four following 
Medicaments (all of them fingular ſpecificks 
aud of great Force in this Diſeaſe) to be uſed

7. A lithontriptick Liquor, Take Rbe- 
niſh-Wine, two quarts : Hyaropiper.Water, 
a quart : Large Onions ſhred ſmall, ſix ounccs :

2. He conſulted Phyſicians, to whom he only 
complained of a pain at hisSromach,which they 
ot conceiving to be ulcerated, gave him hot 
and biting things, and ſuch as were proper Sto- 
maticks in a cold Cauſe, from whence in ſtead 
of receiving of Benefit, the pain was extreams 
ly exaſperated, and the Convulſrve firs ſtrength- 
ned, fo that he began to diſpair of ever meet- 
ing with a Cure. 

3- Among the number of the reſt, a certain 
Woman Emperick, gave him Tzn(ara of Car- 
aamoms, and trains of Paraaice, arawn as ſhe 

ſaid with C:nuamon water ; but ſuch was the 
eveut thereof, that ſuch vehement Convs!ſions 
werc Exclitec, that at length the Patient ſeemed 


worſe for every thing that was adminiſtred t 
him ; and that he had even now taken a Cor. 
dial and ſtomatick water ( which they hey. 
ed me and I taſted of ir, being only the Th. 
cure aforeſaid, which was very hot ) and yy 
fallen into this dreadful fir, accompained yith 
ſwooning away. 

5- After a little conſideration, and ponderi 
the condition of the fick in my mind, I nks 
| it could not be any ſimple diſafieRion of the 
Heart, or matter offending the Stomach in 
quantity ( for that ſome former Phyſicians had

1; I conceive theſe Conwvulſions were exci- 
ced through a kind of Malignity, not from the 
force of the Feaver, for as much as they are 
ſtired up-rather from the effeRs of cold than 
of heat: and of this kind are thoſe (onvslfions 
which proceed from Poyſon,the biting of Ser- 
pents or other venomous Creatures, Wounds 
made with poyſoned weapons, and ſuch like, 

2. The Patient that laboured under this af- 
flition was a young Woman, of about twenty 
years of age : The Feaver was not only accom- 
panied with extream heat, but alſo Malignity, 
as the Symptoms did demonſtrate, ſhe being in 
many parts very full gf purple ſpots : what- 
ever the Feaver, or.its appendent ſymptoms 
might preſage, without doubt the Conwalſions 
were evidence of danger enough, for that they 
gare a (ignification of the hurt of the Animal 
ſpirits, without which, in this Caſe the Ge. 
1 Nervoſurm could not well ſuffer. 

3. From the manifeſtation of theſe cauſes, 
it behoyed us to be ſpeedy in the exhibition of 
proper and fit Medicaments, ſuch as might 
powerfully reſiſt che Poyſon and Malignity of 
the Diſeaſe, as well as repreſs the exorbitancy 
of the Feaver : for tkis purpoſe, I preſcribed 
this : Take Eleftaarium ad Tabidos, a dram : 
alt of Vipers, ſeven grains: mix them: and 
met a5 4 Bolus, 

4. About aquarter of an hour after, I cau- 
led the Sick to take a little Treacle-water, 
with Which was mixt half an ounce of the Aqua 
Betuartica Langij : theſe things promoted a 
poxerful Sweat, for almoſt eight hours. In 
the time of {ſweating the Sick was very thirſty, 
for the quenching of which, I preſcribed this 
following Juleb : Take Wood «farrel- water,

Sick take every two hours a ſpoonful. 

>, Theſe things thus given had ſo happy an 
effe as to take away the malignity of the Fea- 
ver, ſo as that no more Convulſions followed ; 
and in leſs than two days time after, the ſpots 
alfo wholly vaniſh'd,and by continuing the latter 
Cordial, ſhe was in four or five days time be- 
come pretty well, ſo asthat ſhe could fit up, eat 
drink, and be pleaſant with her Friends ; nur 
afterwards did ſhe relapſe : As to her Diet du- 
ring this time, it was partly Gruel, partly 
Mutton- broth, Chicken broth, Mace-Ale, all 
boyled with Wood-ſorrel and Borrage-leaves ;

If it proceeds 
from a Punaure, or venomuus bite, the wound 
muſt be dilated and enlarged by cnttirg rhe 
Skin, that ſo the venenate matter may fluw 
forth the more freely, for which purpoſe alſo 
Medicines, which are of a thin, and I'quid « »- 
ſiſtence, but of a dry and digeftive faculry, are 
to be poared in, to call. forth and difſolye the 


grees, 
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2. Of this kind, are Venice Treacle, and 
M:chridate, which may be diſſolved in Aqua 
- Vite, with a little of ſome Mercurial Ponder, 
for this is a noble Antidote, and admirable 
Alcxipharmacum : Alſo Cupping-glaſles and 
Scarifications will be good, 

3. The condicion alſo of all Dolorifick cau- 
ſes is to be oppoſed by the application of 
contrary Remedies; as, if pain by..reafon of 
a pricked Nerve or "Tendon, ſhall cauſe a 
Convulſion, it muſt preſently be reſiſted by 
proper Remedizs: as Oyls of Turpentine, or 
Euphorbium, m'xt with Aque Yite; and alſo 
wich other remedies appropriated to the pun- 
Qures of the Nerves.

obtained a ſpace, in which they might be more 
freely expanded or ſtretched forth, they did 
indeed only more vehemently exerciſe the 
Paantaſy, and without farther trouble d:d on- 
ly cauſe Watchings. 

10, Bat when by Slcep, ſomtimes creeping 
upon her, the Excurſion of the unquiet Spirits 
were reſtrained towards the Brain, (which in- 
deed neceſſarily happens, when we fleep, the 
n?ryous L'quor within the Pores of the Bratn, 
at that time being plentifully admitted) they 
tamultuouſly raſhing upon the heads of the 
wandring Pair and intercoſtal Nerves, trou- 
bled the whole Series of Spirits, flowing within 
the Paſſages of theſe Nerves, and ſo cauſed the 
aforeſaid Convnu'ſions about the Precoraia , 
F:ſcera, and Mulcles of the Throar. 

11. I have known many both Men and Wo- 
men fick afrer this manner, who when they 
have been troubled with an Head-ach, an Hea- 
vineſs of the hinder part of the head, or a Yer- 
7500, bave, while they flepr, felt forth-with in 
their Precordia, or Viſcera, or both together, 
Perturbations as it were convnulſve, which in- 
deed happens from the bending downward 
of the tumultuating Spirits , being refleQed 
from the Brain , upon the beginnings cf rhe 
Nerves, 

12. But that the uſe of Opiats brought a 
pleaſing ſ1:ep to this ſick perſon, without the 
wanted [onvaulſions following, the reafon was 
becauſe rke Animal ſpirits, as unquiet and furj- 
ous as thcy were, yet by the intangiement of 
the narcoi:ck Particies, they were bound as it 
were in chains, that af:crwards, without any

3. When they had applyed fomentations to 
this tumor which. was likely to degenerate in. 
to a Cancer; and Cataplaſms of Hemlock and 
Manarakes and other ſtupifying and repercul- 
lirg things, this Gentlewoman began to ſuffer 
certain Convnulfive affeRions, which freqently 
infeſted her, 

4. At firft, as often as the pain in her Breall 
did cruelly torment her, ſhe felt in that place 
prickings, Convulſions, and contradions, run 
ing about here and there ; then preſently her 
Ventricle and Hypochonaria, and often tht 
whole Abdomen, were wont to be inflated at 
very much diſtented, with at endeayour « 
belching and vomiting, 

5. By and by the ſame diſtemper , being cz 
ſurely tranſlated to the ſaperiour parts, excl 
ed in{enſibility: to which ſhortly after, convul 
ſive motions ſucceeded in the whole body, #! 
that ſo ſtrongly that the fick party cou:d {carl 
be held by three or four {trcng men. |

tick and Cepbalick herbs had been a good 
while adminiſtred ro her Head; ſhe became 
better as to the giddineſs, but then ſhe was 
perpetually infeſted wich a new and admirable 
ſymptom, v+Z. an empty cough, without ſpit- 
ting night or day, unleſs when ſhe was over- 
whelmed with fleep. 

8, After this worthy Virgin had tryed with- 
out much benefic, divers Medicines and reme- 
dies, preſcribed by ſeveral Phyficians, ſhe was 
at laſt belped by making uſe of the moſt rem 
perate Bath at the Bath, then being preſently 
married, after ſhe had conceived and was 
brought to bed, ſhe grew well by degrees, 

9, If the reaſons of the whole Diſeaſe and 
Its accidents be enquired into, without douet 
the convulſive diſtemper, was firſt of all ex- 
cited from the tumor or- pained -place of the 
Breſt ; the cauſe of which was, partly the 
moſt ſharp ſenſe of Pain, being impreſſed 
from its fivres and nervous parts, and partly 
from the Heterogenew Copula, being affix- 
ed cn the ſpirits inhabiting thoſe fibres and

to, For truly it may be ſuſpe&ed, that the 
malt ſharp humor impaReed in therumor, which 
Pertaps had in ſome fort flowed thicher, by 
the paſſages of the Nerves, being reperculled, 
by the uſe of Topicks, had entred the fibres and 
nervous filaments, or little ſtrings diſpoſed 
Morough the whole border or neighbour-hood,

13. And the ſpirits inhabiting the Encepha- 
lon, being infe&ed with an Heterogenous (v« 
paula, they themſelves begun the convulfire fir, 
or at leaſt afforded the firſt inſtin& to its aſ- 
ſauir, which did return for the moſt part at 
ſuch fer hours after eating, becauſe the-mor- 
bifick matter was carried in, together with the 
nervous juice, almoſt in an equal dimenſion, 

14. In truth, in ſuch caſes, where the 
Convulſion being general doth poſleſs almoſt 
all the parts of the whole Nervous ſ;ftem ſuc- 
ceſkively, we may ſuſpe&, that the animal ſpi- 
rits, had contraed an Heterogenoms and ex- 
pulfive Copnla, in the whole nervous ſtock, 
which when it is riſen, at the ſet time, to a 
fullneſs, incites the ſpirirs themſelves at the 
appointed time in like manner to exploſions, 
and the ſame exploſion being begun ſfome 
where, is propagated in order to all after the 
manner of a fiery enkindling. 

15. As to that empty Cough, which ſuc- 
ceeding the fomentation of the Head, exerciſed

and covertly growing hot, and obtruding its 
foot and ſmoak on the mcrenoble parts; and 
for that reaſon its impuce effloreſcencies or put- 
tings forth, are drawn away from the Brain and 
Lurgs.

CVIII. The Pathology of Convulfions, and 
firſt of the Not.-tion thereof. , 


i. The Names. Itiscalled in Greek Z2o- 
ws, in Latin Convulſi2, in Engliſh a Convslſe- 
an or Retracti-n. | 

2. The Dcfinition, Convulſio Nervorum 7 
Muſculorum verſus ſuunm Caput, Originemqus 
violenta preter Voluntatem contrattio ef, in qua 
voluntaria Extenſto Articulorum leditur, &

cannotbe moved any ways. Fourthly, Zmz913s, 
Spaſmos.a (onvnlſion ; which only happens to a 
particular Part, as the Hand, Arms, Leggs, 
Thighs, Hips, Bowels, Stomach, Neck, &c. 
Secondly, the Differences are known from the 
Cauſes and Parts afflied ; and fo a Convalſion 
Is either Univerſal, aflliting the whole B-dy, 


{lar Nerve hurt,of which kinl is the fourth Spe- 


cies aforenamed, Thirdly, Some Authors make 
a Convnlſron to be but two-fold, ariſing from 
oppoſite or contrary Cauſes, as Fulneſs and Em- 
primes. Foxrthly, Rivers make a Convulſion to 
be either proper or improper. The Proper is 
that which agrees with the prime Definition at 
$ 2. above: The wproper, ſaith he, Is a con- 
vulfive Motion, and they are thus diſtinguiſhed : 
In atrue Convslſion the Retrafion of the Mu 
cles isalways; bur ina conyulſive Motion, the 
RetraQion is continually renewed ; moreover, 
ina true {ouvulſion, the convulſed Part is im- 
moveable ; but in a conyulfive Motion (the chief 


of which is the Epilepty) it may be moved di-

CIX. The Signs of 4 Convulfion, 


1, The Diagnofis of a Convs/ſion is manifeſt 
from the Definition aforegoing, and the Signs 
are eaſily learned, for in'a true Convnlſion, the 
Nerves and Muſcles are contracted, ſtiff, and 
immoveable ; the Part aſllited is diſtorted and 
drawn out of its natural Shape, and afflicted 
with a moſt exquiſite Pain, 

2. The kind of the Convalſion is known from 
the manner of Rerrafion, whether ir be for- 
wards or backwards, or both ways, 

3- ASpaſm or particular Conveslfion is known 
from a forceable drawing up the Nerves and 
Muſcles of the Parr afflicted, as ic ſometimes 
falls out under the Chia by exceſlive yawning,

1. The Cauſes of a (onvslſion, whether they 
be eonyiuka Proegoumenine OT aengrigmat 
Procatartick, are manifold and various : the 
more frequent Cauſe is from an Irritation of 


the Brain:, pouring forth the Spirits into the 

Nerves, which ariſes for the moſt part by con- | 

' ent from other Parts, and thoſe ſomtimes far 
diſtant from the Brain : as in a prick ofa Nerve 
or Tendon; a vebement blow _ any. part, 
cauſing a concuſtion of the animal Spirits, and 
patting them into diſorder and confufion ; the 
biting of a Serpetit or Viper, or other poyſon- 
ous Beaſt; The hurting of the Nerves or Ten- 
dons with a poyſonous Weapon, which ſeizing 
upan the animal. Spirirs preſently corrupts and 
poyſons them, whence arifes immediately uni- 
yerſal Convnlſions over the whole Body. 

2. The Cauſe of an univerſal Conwvslſon,is for 

the moſt part from a hurt of the nervous Sy- 
ſtem, together alſo with the Brain it ſelf; from | 
whence it is that a Tetanos is always accounted 
the moſt dangerous, becauſe it ariſes from a 
compleat hurt of the animal Spirits, both in the 
Brain and zervoxs Syſtem whereas an Empro- 
Jthotonos and an. Opiſthotonos, are cauſed from 
2 hurt of the animal Spirits either in the Brain 
alone, or in the nervous Syſtem, according -to 
the Scituation.

too much bleeding, or vehement Purging, for 
the ſame reaſon ; and in theſe two latter caſes 
it is for the moſt part mortal].

XXIII. Of the Cauſes of a Contracure: 


I. The Cauſes of a Contrattare are manifold, 
though the firſt and prime Cauſe is or can be 
but one, to wit, a deficience or cutting off of 
the animal Spirits, and a ficcaſton or drying up 
of the neurotick Juyce, and this may be fom- 
times cauſed by a Scirrhbus or Node ariſing 
from the Excrements in the Muſcles, eſpect- 
ally about the Tendons, where many meet near 
the Joints, as is often-times to be ſeea in the 
bending of the Elbow, Wriſts, Ham, ©c. where- 
iv, the Hand in the one, and the Foot in the 0» 
ther are drawn upwards , the one inwards as it 

were, the other outwards or backward. 

2. It ſomtrimes alſo comes to paſs by a Cal- 

lous-in a Muſcle; Nerve, or Tendoy, which 

may be cauſed from a Wound, by which they 
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were wounded, wherein, though they were not. 
wholly cut in two, yet by the gathering together 
of the lips ofthe Wound, ir contraRs or ſhort- 
ens the body or tail of the Muſcle, and cauſes 
that Part into which it is inſerted, to be. more 
or leſs bound up , the wbichalfo has ſomtimes 
come to paſs in a wound of the temporal Muſcle, 
wherein theMouth was ſo drawn up,that it would 
ſcarcely admit any thing of Food, although the 
moſt liquid. And in this caſe it is clear, thai 
chere isa cutting off of the animal Spirits; and 
while Nature is endeavouring to reſtore the 
Part whereby to entertain the Spirits in their 
Channels, ſhe, by reaſon of their abſence, and | 
loſs of the neurotick Juyce, forms only a Cal. | 
lous; whence is the generation ofa matter which 
perpetually obſtrutts the Motion and Courſe of, 
the ſaid Spirits, and conſequently of that ſoft- 
ning Juyce, which in part contributes to the 
conſtitution of the ſaid Nerves and Tendons. 
3. There being thus a Siccation of the Muf- 
cles, or the Tendons, and with them ſomtimes | 
the Nerves inſerted into them being as it were 
wrinckled, ſhrunk , or bound up, they become | 
bardned, and reſemble a Callous, fo as that they 
cannot be extended or bent, and ſo in what Sci- | 
ruation they remain, in the ſame poſture alſo 
they keep the member into which they are im- 
planted, fixt and immoveable, which is either 
more or leſs contrated, according to the ur- 
gency of the firſt Cauſe : and theſe things ſom- 
times come to paſs in old Age, or by reafon 
of roo much and long continued Labour, which | 
roo- plentifully extauſting the animal Spirits, 
cauſes the Parts to become ſtiff, and diverily 
crooked, with a kind of horney hardneſs of the 
part, as may be ſeen in the Hands and Fingers 
of ſuch as continually uſe hard work, or hold 
hard things therein, as beating with a Peſtel in a 
Mortar, For here the Pores being mightily ope- 
ned by the continual graſping of that heavy and 
hard matter,there is firſt a too great exhauſting 
of the animal Spirits in the part : ſecondly, a loſs 
of part of the neurotick Juyce, Bliſters being rai- 
fed: theſ2 it is true, after the firſt or ſecond oc.

10. And the ſame may come to paſs (as 
well as from a ſolution of continuity, ftraighr- 
neſs of the Nerves, condenſation, preternatu- 
ral Tumor, ſimple Diftemper, &c.) from ſome 
fault of the Organ , which may ariſe either 
from internal or external Cauſes ; burts by 
compreſſion, ligatures, blows &c. whereby 
plenty of humor flowing from the adjacent Parts, 
in thoſe marrow places, compreſſes the Nerves 
with its weight, whereby is intercepted the paſ-

5. Contraftions from a ſolution of Continu-

6. A Contraftion ariſing from over-ftrain-

VII. The lacubus or Night-Mare in a young 
Man. 


1, The Youth made great Complaints of - 
this Grief, in ſo much that many times he would 
be aftraid of going to bed, ſo vehement and ter- 
rible has been the Paroxyſms to him # alſo he 
greatly complained of the ſtoppage of his 
Breath, and that, by reaſon thereof, he feared 
he ſhould be ſaddenly carryed oft; fo much 
the terror of choaking ſeized him. 

2, And fo much was the Youth peſleſt with 
the fancy of his Diſeaſe, that it would ſeize 
bim both fleeping and waking ; in the time of 
the Fir, he would intollerably groan, and when 
the Fit was off him, he would ſay, That ſom» 
thing lay upon bim and preſſed him, and thar 
it was ſome Witch or Devil that thus continually 
atlicted and perſued him, in ſo much that he 
not only preſuaded himſelf that he has felt ir, 
when it invaded him, but that he has alſo ſeen 
it, and done his endeavour totrike it ; and 
that ſomtimes he has thought with himſelf, thar 
he-has flung it off from the bed,and he has heard 
it fall upon the Ground. 

3+ So greatly was the Mind of the Youth poſ- 
ſeſſed herewith, that he believed it conſtancly 
had the impudence to come when he was awake, 
that he has ſeen it comein the likeneſs of a Cat, 
ſomtimes of a Dog, and fomrimes of another 
Creature, but oftentimes in the ſhape of an old 
Woman which he had ſome ſuſpition -of, and 
believed did praGiſe againſt him, and although 
that he thus ſaw it come, ard was thus ſenſible 
of it, yet that he was always (o charmed and 
caken therewith, by a kind of Enchantment, as 
he though, that he could no ways refalt it ; but 
that it took him, after the manner of ſome 
unconquerable and uncontroulable = cr. 

By reaſon of his cor:tinual Aﬀthction, and 
the Youths-manifold Complaints, his Parents 
were foic2d at length ro ſend for a Phyſician, 
who upon fight of-him, declared that the cauſe 
of his Diſtemper was from a difatt-ction ot the 
ater meſaraick Veins, every wicre a=our the 
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H-art and Bowels, in which by reaſon of the 
many Excrem-nts of the firſt concoGicn, im- 
pare Blood was gereerated and collected, from 
whence ſuch like Vapours ariſing, and ſtopping 
avout the MCdriff, cauſed that kind of Suffoca- 
tion, which is called the NVight- Mare, 1 nenbu, 
Pnigalion, or Ephialtes, it invading rather in 
the Night, frem a colle&tion of malign and me- 
lanchaly Vapours, by the acceſſion of mere 
Crud ties or indigefted matter , which being 
increaſed by the Food taken over Night, would 
be moved and carryed upwards, and fo the 
more vehemently tormented the Youth: whence 
berween ſleeping and waking , feeling theſe 
preſſures, he would eicher dream or fancy theſe 
aforeſaid Attions of Witches, or Devils, 

5. So that his Mind being thus extreanly af- 
fetted therewich, he could by no means be dris 
ven out of che perſaſion : anJ though being 
raiſed, and ſet upright, the Vapours would be 
diſcuſt, and the Paroxyſm ceaſe for the pre- 
ſent ; yet lying down azain, it would in a ve- 
ry ſhort time return again, in ſo much that 
he would have more than twenty Fits in a 
Nights time, The Phyſician declared further, 
That the Vapours being diſcuſt the Paroxyſm 
then ceaſed, but the ſceds of the Diſcaſe re- 
maining, upon the colle&ion or acceſſion of 
new Fewel, the Evil conſtantly would return, 
with the more impetuoſity, thereby threatning, 
and bringing along with it, more greivous acci- 
dents, which ſeizſing upon the Brain, and at 
length contaminating ic, or the animal FunRions 


might at laſt produce an Epilepſy, or elſe what 


might be worſe, an Apoplexy. 


6. The remote cauſe of which things, he con-' 


ccived to be from an evil courſe of Diet; a very 
long time continued, from which Crudities be- 
ing heaped up inall Parts, the Blood in its uni- 
verſal Maſs became contaminated and loaded 
with a melancholy S»fflatus or Wind, which 
upon the leaſt motion or fermentation of the 
Humors, being ſtirred up, forthwich excited 
theſe incubirous and noturnal AﬀiiQions, with 
ſuch vehemency and conſtancy to the flick, 

7. Theſe things being declaxed and confice. 
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lowing Doſe. 
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tais following Clyſter was exhibited. Take fax 
Broth, a pint : Ol of Roſes, Infuſion of (re- 
cus Metallorum , of each three ounces : mix; 
them together to be exhibited warm: it wrought 
very well and looſned his Body, 

8, Three days after I gave him an ounce of 
Vinum Beneditum, which gave. him five or 
fix Vomits, and three or four ſtools : this af. 
ter five days I repeated again, whereby a great 
quantity of filthy matter, almoſt as black as Ink 
came away, and be confeſt himſelf very much 
relieved, 

9 But inthe intermediate days (to ſtrength. 
en and corroborate the Y5ſcera) I gave him this 
following Bolus, Tahe Extrafts of Gentian, 
and of Saffron, of each half a dram : Extratt 
of #.aniper-berries, aſcruple : mix them; tobe 
given at Night going to bed, and the ſame doſe 
to be repeated the next Morning : the other four 
days it was only given at Night going to bed : 
this done, 

10, Upon the tenth day from the firſt giving

2. Upon this he ſought out to Phyſicians for 
Remedy, who gave bim many Purges, but all 
in vain : atlength they concluded, that it aroſe 
from a certain kind of Hypochondriack Melan- 
choly, which ſeizing upon his Spirits wrought 
. that Indiſpoſition : But the Man who was well 
enough in his wits, nor any thing out of his 
Senſes, was of another opinion, and therefore 
deſired of them a more mechanick remedie, 
which might operate upon his Body,not his Soul. 

3. At length wearied our with his DoQors, he

Tucubns ſeldom or never invades any one with- 
out a preternatural Diſtemper of the Stomach :

6. As from the great oppreſſion, the ſick 
groans, fo alſo are the inward Senfes in many 
ſo diſturbed, as that they believe, that it was 
a Spiricthat held chem, Or that they are hag- 
ridden, ( whence the Name: ) or that ſome 


Witch or Devil, ſomtimes in one Shape, ſom- 


times in another, as of a Dog, Cat, Bear, Ly- 
-on, Cc, lies upon them and oppreſles them, 
and that they fight and and ſtrive with chem, 
and will politively tell you, (andthey alſo be- 
leive it) that they ſtruck the Devil or Witch a 
notable Blow, when indeed and in truth, they 
never ſtirred their Hands or Arms (as afore- 
faid) an hair from their places. 

7. It difters from the Epilepſy in this ; for as 
that is always attended with convulſiveMotions,

an Apoplcxy, inthis ; for that Diſcaſc is accom. 
panied with the aboliricn of all manner of Senk 
and Motion ; this only with an hurt of Morior 
che internal Senſes ſtill remaining, rhough ſon.

2. This I confeſs ſeems plauſible at firſt 
fight, if thoſe paſſages out of the Stomach and 
other Viſcera were plainly proved to be ſtraight 
or immediate, that ſo thoſe affrighting exhala: 
tions might have a ready paſflage to the Cor- 
tex of the Brain ; but till theſe things are more 
plainly demonſtrated by the Authors of thi 
doctrine, we defire a ſuſpenſion of our aflenif 
thereto ; and-that they would be pleaſed ti 
anſwer us to'theſe following ObjeRions.

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CHAP. IL Of a 
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The AUTH ORS obſervations. 


I. A Trembling in 4 young Man from ex- 
eeſſive drinking of Brandy. 
I, A Young Man of. about twenty eight ' 
years of age, having acquired a 7rem- 
bling of his extream patts, through his much 
drinking of Brandy, and other ftrong liquors, 
deſired my help, it being extream troubleſom 
to him: And whereas, it might have been 
thought, that he ſhould have been very hot 
and inflamed, he on the contrary acquired a 
pale countenance, anda very cold diſpoſition | 
of Body, 
2. The reaſon of this thing being inquired in- 
to, was found to be from the weak conſtirution 
of his Body ; for as much 2s many that drink 


ſeemes to rhe to be wholy from the ſtrength of 
the natural conſtitution, and in part from the 
rarity or denfity and ſtraightneſs of the Pores, 
in one more than in another ; by means of which 
there is an occaſion of a greater waſting, or di- 
minution of the Spirit in the one -than in the 
other. | 

4+ And this is clear in ſuch as are in con- 
tinual Feavers, who before they ſwear, are ex- 
treamly red, andof a vehement burning heart : 
but if by accident or art, they are made to 
{weat well, that the heat is not only abated 
and as it were totally taken away, bur alſo that 
unnatural redneſs vaniſhes, and Jeaves in the 
place thereof a paliſh whitneſs, Now where- 
as ſuch a great, red colour and yehement heat, 


ſtrong _ in like manner, are contrari- 
wiſe of a freſh Roſy or red colour, and conti- 
nually hot as if they were in a Feaver. Now the 


heat in Mans Body ariſes from the prevalen-! 


cy of the Spirir, tor where that is ſtrong and; 
turgid, the Man is in a good hear, or it may 
be it ſuperabounds; but where it is Latent, or 
Languid and weak, there the heat is diminiſhed, 
and it may be much leſs than jr ought to be. 
2. Now the reaſon why in one Man it ſhould. 
be very much Giminiſhed; ard in another 
( from the ſame cauſe) it ſhould be as much 


augmented abcut its naruial temperature, ! 


Spirits in the Blood, now in a vehement fer- 
mentation ;- ſo the loſs of that colour and heat 
was by reaſon of the diminution and waſting 
of the ſaid Spirit, in ſweating, a tranſpiration 
being made through tt: Pores of the Skin : and 


this is ſo much the more evident, for that af- 


ter ſuch ſweating, the fick ( although his heat 
and inflamation is but barely allazed, yet he ) 
finds bimfſelf much weaker and fainter, with a 
certain lowneſs of Spiric and Dulnels. 

5. And therefore it is, that in very ſtrong 
conſtitutions, and in ſuch who bave a greater

upon them, as if they were in a Feaver , be- 
cauſe of their ſtrength of Body and apt diſpo- 
ition thereof, to retain the ſpirit and native 
heat, bow much ſoever ſtirred up: whereas 
on the contrary, the other through their nacu- 
ral weekneſs, and laxity of the ſaid Pores, are 
ſubje to 4 continual waſting of the Spirit, and 
rat diminution of the ſaid internal hear, where- 
by they are. rendred, pale ia countenance, 
and. extream faint and feeble;. and this was in» 
deed the true caſe ofthis our Patient, 

6. This Tremor or Trembling, Riverins, 11b- 
1.cap. 10, calls voluntary motion depraved, 
by which the member is ſomtimes elevated, 
bmtimes depreſſed, through the mutual con- 
zntion between the faculty, and the part af- 
kted ; this definition may ſerve for this place ; 
hut he ſeems to fetch it out of Galen de ſympr. 
asf, lib, 2. cap. 1, who upon this ſubje& doth 
vt. wholy agree with hiaſelf, but calls it in 
mother place motion diminiſhed, But Rive- 
is Cith, That the moving faculty defares to 
lf up the member, and to keep it in that po- 
ion, but the weight of the member preſleth 
t downwards, whence comes ( ſaith he )) the 
lrembling motion. 

7. The Trembling in this our Patient being 
ery great, and his weakneſs much, I was un- 
viling to purge him, for fear of farther weak- 
n:(s; but I began the cure with a prohibition 
of thoſe things which were the Procatartick 
cule of his Diſeaſe, and therefore I rotally 
aterdited Brandy to him, yet withall gave 
bm liberty to drink for a ſeaſon now and than 
a plas of generous Wine, leaſt if he was wholly 
arred of all ſtrong liquors at once, a faint- 
t!s of the Spirit, and general weakneſs more 
"an ordivary ſhould immediately ſeize him : 
ndthereſore in this caſe, I endeavored to make 
vertue of neceſlity ; and {2 cauſed him to take 
hoſe things which 1 deſigned for his cure part- 
Jy M. Wine, partly in Mead, wherevy his 
eloratizn was rendred more facile and eaſe. 
5. Now whereas the prime, firlt or remote 
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Jenfity and ſtraightneſs of the Pores than others, 
ſuch upon drinking Brandy and other ſtrong 
liquors, have always a great redneſs and heat 


interdiaing the ſuperfluous drinking of ſtreng 
liquors ) ſo two things ſeemed necetlary in this 
cure, The firſt was to reQtify and reſtore the 
the Spirit, hurt and diminiſhed in irs operati- 
ons: Secondly, to comfort and ſtrengthen che 
parts weakned through rhe Spirics aberratior. - 

9. The firſt intention is performed by 7n- 
ternal Medicaments, chiefly ſuch as are of a 
volatile property and comfort the animal Spi- 


ric, And therefore I gave him the following 
things : every Morning faſting he took the 
Spirit of Hartshorn, or the Powers thereof to 
half a dram, ina glaſs of Wine or Mead, and 
about an hour after the ſame he eat a hard Bil. 
cate for his Breakfaſt : he increaſed the doſe 
as he found occaſion : after fourteen days was

over, I changed his Medicament, and gave him 
inſtead of the preparations of .Harts-horn, the 
volatile Salt of Mans 5kull, from twelve grains 
to ſixteen in old Conſerve of Roſes ; the which: 
he took every Morning for a month together, 
ia the ſame manner. 

10. An hour before Dinner, I preſcribed 
him ten grains of ve/atile Salt of Amber, to be 
taken in (onſerve of Roſes, as the former, and 
to drink after it, it he fo pleaſed a glaſs of /;- 


per Wine: and this was alſo continued for fix 


weeks together, 

11. About two hours after Supper, juſt at. 
going to Bed, he took a doſe of Our El:ttuari- 

um ad Tabigdos the quantity of a large Nut- 

meg, and drank after ir alictle glaſs of M-ad ; 

and fo repoſed himſelf to ſleep : the whith he

IH. 24 Tremor or Trembiing in another 
AMan, ariſing from Drunkenneſs with a leprous 
Scab. 

1. He being of a middle age, and of a hea- 
vy, fat and groſs Body, filled with many ill 
humors, I conceived it neceſſary firſt ro make 
a gentle evacuation, which I did by exhibiting 
of my Family Pills with eAloes, repeating the 
ſame ſix times, at five days diſtance between 
cach Exhibition : and withall giving in the in- 
rermediate days Elixir proprietats , every 
Morning faſting, thirty drops at a time, in a 
Jictle glaſs of Canary, with all prohibiting him 
from the ordinary or frequent uſe of ſtrong 
liquors. 

2. At Noon, as alſo between meals when 
he deſired to drink, I ordered him to take 
from (ix to ten, or twelve drops o f Oyl of Sul- 
phur in all the liquor which he drank, by the 
uſe of which his Stomach which had been much 
enervated and weakned, became reſtored ; and 
whereas, he was before afflited much with a 
Nauſeouſneſs and Vomiting, fo that he could 
ſcarcely eat any food without loathing, and 
many times vomited itup again, upon the uſe 
of theſe things the nauſeouſneſs and vomiting 


left him: And he naw began to eat his food | 


with an Apetite, and to digeſt it well, 

3. But after che vomiting was ftopt, within 
about eight or ten days after, a ſtrang breaking 
out came into his Face, Neck, and parts adja- 
cent, being a kind of Scab, not much unlike 


to a:Leprofie, and it was of ſo rebellious a na- 


ture that it reſiſted all remedies whatſoever 
we could apply to it outwardly, or adminiſter 
inwardly ; ſo that having uſed things for about 
fixteen weeks and all in vain; we were at 
length neceſſicated to another kind of cure. 

4. The Man himfelt, as alſo ſeveral Phy- 
ſicians, and others, took it to be the effects 
or reliques of an old Surfeir ; ſome thought 
itro bea'true Leprecſy, from its rebeNliouſneſs: 
but wichout doubt it was cauſed from a C:n- 
ramination of.the whole Maſs of Blood, through | 


immoderate drinking, and that many times 
either of unnatural liquors, or at leaſt ſuch 
were obnoxious to his conſtitution and habit of 
the Body, from wherce upon a fermentation of 
Blood, it caſt forth its diſeafie matter into the 
parts thus afflifted : and the ſtubbornneſs of 
che Mallady ſeemed co ariſe from the pecca- 
biliry of the whole bloody, maſs, whereby 

when the matter broken forth was caſt off, there 
wasa perpetual fupply of new, and that without 
end, as it were, for that all the juyces of the 
Body were univerſally corrupted, 

5. This evil thus aftlitiog our Pacient, | 
was forced to think of new ways of cure; and 
in the ficft place I purpoſed a reRification of 
the ſangainous maſs, which I thus performed, 
I cauſed him conftantly Morning and Noon to 
take two or three ounces of /iper-Wine: and at 
Night going to bed, two fcruples or a dram: of 
the Viper Ponder ( purging him every ſixth day, 
with a ſtrong tin&ure of Sena. ) theſe Viperine 
Medicaments were continued for about thirty 
five or thirty fix days, by means of which the 
Leprous diſpoficion of the Blood became chany- 
ed: and I ordered for his drink a ſtrong De- 
coftion of Sarſa parilla, of which he drank a 
quart, and ſomtimes three-pints a day, which 
was begun when he began to take the Viperine 
46 80 and was continged about filty 

ys. 

6. Outwardly to his Face and other parts 
aflliged with this evil, I applyed a Velicatory, 
which was that of the ſhops: it was laid on at 


Bed-time, viz. about ten a clogk at Night, and Ur 
taken off the next Day at Noon ; the Bliſter Wy © 
being cut or removed, a green Cole-wort| ON 
was applyed to the ſame twice a day, t|t . 

a 


fmooth fide firſt, for the two firſt days; and 
then afterwards the rough fide, till ſuch time 
as the Sores were perfe&ly healed: by this 
means we had hopes to have cleared the $kin; 
but as yet we ſucceeded not : about a week at 
cer it had been well, it broke out again alrelh, 
as plentifully asever, upon which we repeates 
che veſicatories in like manner as before, hea 
ing it up alſo, as aforeſaid, with the Colewort 
leaf: about ſeven or eight days after, it broke 


forth again, as before; I encouraged my Pt 
cien!

erſet cure: I intreated him once more to 
apply the Velicatories, and_ with much ado 
prevailed ; they were applyed as before, and 
in abour four or five days healed up, after 
which the Diſcaſe broke no more forth, and 
this our Patient remained in perfe@ health, 

8. From hence it is manifeſt how rebellious 
thoſe Diſeaſes are, which are ſeated in the 
Maſs of Blood, and how ſtrangely rhey refit the 
force of all Medicaments, «lad when they are 
only. Caticalar, although ali the juyces of the 
Budy be throughly reEtified ; and the ſeed of 
the Diſeaſe o-ly remains in the Cx#tis : For 
nature then diſtributing her juyces, though ne- 
ver {o pure, into each reſpedtive part, falling 


lerting three or four days be between each purl 
gation ; in which intervalls I -gave her Ens, 
Veneris, twelve grains at a time in conſerve ot 
Roſes, which ſhe took at Night going to Bed : 
and in the Morving following it, twenty drops 
of the Spiritxs Diapente in conſerve of Worms

2.T ordered her to take ccnſtantly this fol-

upon the morbifick matter in the {#tss, that | infuſe all in & gentle heat for twenty four hours,

into an impure leprous matter, and fo conti- 
nually diſcharges it, through the Pores of the 
skin, whence comes that perpetual breaking 
out, although the Blood be made never ſo 
clean, 

9, And here it is evident, that Veficatories 
are of notable uſe in all Curticular Diſeaſes, 
eſpecially where the maſs of Blood is not con- 
taminated ; or having been contaminated, is 
now made pure again: And alſo that often- 
times, either the Diſeaſe is ſo deeply rooted, 
or the morbifick matter is ſo plentiful, that 
once, or twice aPplying of Veſicatories will not 
do;thouyh or the contrary, manytimes ſuch like 
maladies have been cured at the firſt application: 
but this I ſpake that none who do attempt this 
cure, ſhould be diſcouraged, if the fucceſs 
ſhould not *anſwer after the firſt, ſecond, or 
third application,for that manifold experiments 

ve confirmed to me, that ſuch like Diſeaſes 
ave been perfe&ly conquered at the third or 
fourth applications, whoſe inveteracy has rend- 
dred them ſeemingly incurable after the firſt or 
lecond attempt, 
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or to the conſumption of eight or nine quarts : 
then ſtrain out, let it ſettle, and bottle it up, 
with a little white Sugar, and a Clove in it, 
and Veep it for uſe: of this ſhe drunk a bottle 
every day ; and the quantity of the deco@ion 
was three times repeated, 

3. Oatwardly, I cauſed all the Trewbling 
parts to be bathed in the Morning with Powers 
of Amber and atNight going to bed with Spirit 
or Tinttare of Caſtor ; and ſomtimes with Sps. 
rit of Earth-worms; and over the joynts of her 
Writs, I applyed this following Plaiter or Ca-

any other Proviſion for the ſame, than what the 
commonly drefſed it withall: ſuch is the Pow- 
er and Vertue of good Medicines, if rightly fit- 
ted and adopted to the proper Intentions of 
healing. - 


IV. 4 Tremor or Trembling concomitant 
with a fierce and vehement Catarrh. 


1, This Perſon was a Man temperate in all 
things, but as far as I can gather by relation, 
by getting cold towards Winter , was afflicted 
with a vehement Catarrb, which being ſudden- 
ly and imprudently ſtopt, before the morbi-

feble, and_thereby a ſpreading abroad of the 
animal Spirit, which ougi:t ro have been more 
ſtrictly bound up, in order to the fairhful per. 
formance of its Operations : for the {aid Spirit 
being ſpPcad abroad through the laxity and fe- 
bleneſs of its Organs, the motion of the Par: 
(of which theanimal Spirit is the root or prin. 
cipal cauſe} became depravyed. | 
3- To remedy theſe Evils I purged him with 
my Family-Pulls with Aloes,and ſomtimes with 
a Tinftere of the ſame,wbich was done fix or ſe. 
ven times, with due Intervals ; by this the Pa 
tient confeſt he found ſome Relief, bur far from 
a Cure : In the intermediate days I ordered 
him conſtantly to take Elixir Proprictatis , 
thirty drops at a time, thrice a day in a glaſs of 
choice Canary, balt an hour or better before 
eating : at breakfaſt to eat a Bisket, or ſome 
ſuch like thing. Afrer Dinner to take a ſpoon- 
ful or more of choice C:;nnamon-Water, and 
che like at Night, after Supper, 

4+ The time of puxging being over I pre- 
ſcribed him the D:et- mentioned in the former 
Obſervation at 5 2. to- be taken conſtantly for 
threeſcore days z and now and then a fpoonſul 
or two of Cinnamon-Water, as aforeſaid, for 
bis Stomach ſake, Every Morning faſting, he 
took volatile Salt of ember, wolatile Salt of 
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Harts-horn, of each ten grains, in two drams al 
of Conſerve of Worm-woed, faſting an hour af- [ 
ter it: before eating at Noon, the quantity of D 


a Nutmeg of the Eletxarinm ad T abidos ; and 
at Night going to bed fixteen grains of Bezoar bo 


fick matter was carried cf,or the Parts ftrength- 
ned, to prevent the generaticn of more for the 
future, it fell upon all the extream. Parts of the 
Body, from. whence it is ſuppoſed came this 
long continued and almoſt paralytick kind of 
Tremor or Trembling, 

2, But that which moſtly cantributed to the 
compleatment of this Difeaſe, was an evil diſ- 
poſition of the Blood, contaminated with the 
catarrhous matter, for want of beirg duly car- 
ried cff the right way : from which 11] diſpoſed 
Blood, thoſe Parts beirg nouriſhed, they, receiv- 
ed its morbifick diſpoſition ; whereby rhe 
Nerves being watered, and as it were, oppreſ- 
ſed with a heterogeneous Fuyce, became lax and 


mineral in Conſerve of Roſes, drinking a little 
glaſs of Sack after it, to waſh it down andtheg Ve 


to ſweat well upon ir, - 
5- This laſt thing was done five Nights to- Wil ;* 
gether : afterwards he ordinarily took but fro

of Roſes, without ſweating upon it, and only s 


ſweat every third. or fourth Night, at which 
time the Doſe was encreaſed co twenty grains. 
Moreover for. a. change of the Medicamert at 
| Noen there was ſomtimes exhibited inſtead 
| the Elettaarium ad Tabidos, a dram, or ſixty 
drops of the Tin&are of Corat,in Cinnam /n-Wi 
tey or in Canary : and ſomtimes ten drops of 
; the Poteſtates Cranii human :. and ſomcime* 
twenty 
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of Tartar. 

6, Oatwardly TI cauſed all the weakned and 
trembling Parts, but more eſpecially the Back- 
bone, from the beginning of the ſpinal Marrow 
to the Os Coccygis to be bathed Morning and 
Night with the Powers of Amber : Somtimes 
with the Powers of Lavender: and ſomrimes 
with the TinFwre of Caftorexm,by which he con 
felt he found much Comfort and Refreſhment, 
and alſo Eafe from his pains, for the places up- 
on which the principal deflugion was, were 
commonly pained either more or leſs. 

7, Moreover,I cauſed his Head to be ſhaved 
ſix inches diametes over the Crown, and tobe 
bathed Morniag and Night with the aforenam- 
ed Medicaments, for about ten days time, after 
which, I applied to the place, the Emplaſter of 
Franciſcus Valefins, formerly mentioned in 
this Work, in the former Book, in the Chapter 
of the Falling-Srokneſs , which went not with- 
out its defired Effects, 

$. But that we might perfect the Cure thus 
bappily begun and carried on, I preſcribed my 
Laudanum, made of a fermented Opium, and 
repleat with volatile Salts, (the Recipe whereof, 
you will hereafter have in my. Chymiſtry which 
Isnow in the Preſs) I firſt gave him two grains 
andcontinued the Doſe for 4 days: the fifth day 
| gave him three grains, and continued the 
Doſe for four other days 2 the ninth day, I gave 


| him four grains, and continued the Doſe for 


four other days : the rwelfth day I pave bim 
ve grains: the ſixteenth day Þ encreaſed the 
Dole toſix grains : the twentieth day, 1 encreaſ- 
ec the Doſe to ſeven grains : the four and twen- 


tieth day, I encreaſed the Doſe to eight grains : } 


from which time I gave him every Night eight, 
line, or ten grains, as I ſaw occaſion for a 
Month or ſomwhat more, at the end of which 
me, he conceived himſelf to be perfe@ly well. 

9, By this very Method I cured an antient 
bearlewoman of a Tremor or Tyembling, which 
vas cauſed, by a Catarrh going before; and 
this. after ſhe had been troubled with it above 
lwo years, 

lo, I moreover cured a middle-aged Man, | 
warly with the very fame things, who bad a 
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twenty drops or more of the blood red Tintare Trembling ſeized him, after the long affliction 


5 a Tertian Ague, and the loſs of aboye an 


hundred ounces of Blcod , accompanied with 
a vehement Catarrh,and a violent Cough, Hoarh 
neſs, and WheeZing. 

11. I alfocures a young Gentlewoman of a 
like affliftion, who bad been formerly ſeized. 
with the dead Palſy thrcugh her whole righr 
fide : the ſaid Palſy was cured by an ancient 
Phyſician, but a Trembling of all the extream 
Parts was left behind ; which by the aforegoing 
Method was perteGtly taken away in about ten 
weeks time, after ſhe had been afllited there- 
with above three years. 


V. A Tremor or Trembling in a little Boy, 
from Worms, 


I. This Child was taken with a Trembling cf 
the whole Body, like as one affrighted, or in an 
Ague, and yet truly it wasneither, but it was: 
not continual as other Tremblings, bur came 


frequently, and by Fits, which, as the Event af - 
ter proved, aroſe form Worms in the Stomachz 
for he avoided more than twenty long, round 
Worms, of a Spanor more in length. 

2, When the Phyſicians were called to.ſee the 
Child, they could not cell what ro make of his 
Diſeaſe, nor to imagine from what cauſe his 
Trembliygs came :. it was (asaforefaid) by Fits; 
but the Paroxyſm would laſt ſomcimes three, 
four, five or (ix hours, and that in ſoextream 
a manner,as was to the wonderment of the By- 
ſtanders; the Child being alſo all the while free 
from Pain: but he had other times very preat 
rorment in his Bowels, and would vehemently 


cry out, like one in extream Miſery, 


3+ This Trewbling was frequent with the Boy 
by Fits, for eighteen Munths,during which time, 
many things were given without the leaſt ima+ 
2inable Succ {s : at length, an Aunt of the 
Childs adviſed the Parents to make uſe of my 
Family- Pills, only for the name ſake, and the 
repute they had in the World : They gave it zws- 
Pills of the Compoſition with efdloes ; they 
wrought well, and brought away tour long 


Worms dead. 


4. Frum this Accident tity now cmjeRured: 


at theCauſe; and gave it.twy Pilis mare, which:

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again bronght away three ſuch other Worms, | 


for this cauſe they reiterated the Dole ; and | 


withall took up a reſolution to give the ſame 
till thoſe Worms ceaſed to come away : they 
gave them after this four or five times, till the 
Child had avoided three and twenty of thoſe 
long Worms; after which, the Child voiding 
no more, they ceaſed giving them, and he re- 
mained thenceforth in perte&t Health, - It had 
veen a kind of impiety, to have withheld this 
Obſervation any longer , alchough it might 


more properly have been placed under another 
Title or Head. 


VI. 4 Tremor or Treambling in «1, aged 
Aan. OS 

I. This Tremor befell a Man of about eight 
and fifty years of age, all his extream Parts ſo 
erembled, that wich his Hand he was not able to 
lifc a Cup to his Mouth; nor ſcarcely feed him- 
felf: when I firft ſaw him, I feared it might 
fall ro him by reaſon of bis age, but he-wonld 
not be perſwaded but that it came to himby an 
over{training of himſelf, ſtriving to lift or re- 
move ſomthing, which was above his Power : 


he was a luſty fat Mat, and of a grofs Body. 


2. Requeſting .my Help, I adviſed him to 
the drinking of Fr wide, and the taking of | the tone of the Stomach was ſtrengthned, fo 


Fiperine Medicaments : he took the Wine eve- 


ry Morning faſting for two or three Months to- 
gether ; and the Eleftnarium ad Tabidos, the 
quantity of a Nutmeg, an hour before Dinner, 
drinking after jt a glaſs of Ale or Wine,in which 
forty or ſixty dops of the Tinftyre of Caſtor 
were dropt, 

3- Moreover I adviſed him conſtantly to 
take the volatile. Salt of Mans-5kell in all the 
Liquor which he drank, and never fo much as 
once to drink without it ; unleſs at meals ; and 
then I preſcribed the volatile Salt of Amber to 
be taken in ſtead thereof, | 

4. At Night going to bed he took from one 
dram to two drams of this following Compoſi- 
tion: Take Venice-Treacle, Extratts of Gen- 
tian, of Contrayerva, and of Virginia- ſnake- 
root, of each two ounces : Extratt of Saffron 
ana of ((ochznele, of each an ounce : (Choice 
Myrrh, fine Aloes, of each half an ounce ; vo- 
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latile Salts of Amb: and Harts-born, of each 
x drams : Indian green Ginger, an ounce ang 
half : mix and beat up all into an Eleftuary, t, 
be taken, as aforeſaid. 

+5. EveryMorning and Night I cauſed hisHeaq 
andTemples to be bathed with the Powers of Roſe. 
mary: as alſo his whole Back-bone from the 
higheſt Yertebra of the Neck,to the Os (occypy, 
together with all his extream Parts, as his Fin. 
gers, Hands, Arms, -Thighs, Legs, Feer, and 
Toes, to be extreamly -well bathed with the 
Powers of Amber, inlike manner twice a day, 
from which in a very ſhort time he ſound much 
| Comfort and Relief ; and was compleatly cured 
of this trembling Difeafe in leſs than three 
Months time. 

6. Another Man who had a- Tremor fallen 
upon'him, in the ſixtierh year of bis age, I cu, 
red-inlike manner : but whereas be complained 
to me of an exceeding weakneſs of his Stomach, 
and how-that he could ſcarcely eat any Food, or 
ifhe did, he was always apt toyomit it up again, 
I cauſed him every day (towards the end of the 
care)totake Powers of Worm-wood in aglaſs of 
Sack, by which he found avery great Relict:nad 
outwardlyIcauſed him to bath hisStomach with 
the Powers of -Nutmegs, by means of which, 
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that he could both eat and wn, 0p. kind of 
Food, and-eat almoſt at any hour of the day 
or night, 

7+ AGentlewoman of about forty yers of age 
corpulent, and very fat, was alſo ſeized with 
ſuch alike Tremor, and I cured her alfoby the 
former Method; ſave, that before I began the 
faid Courſe I purged her very well with my F« 
| mily-Pills with Aloes, by which-many evilhu- 
mors were carried off, and whereas her Courfes 
were obſtru&ed, they were brought dowa agall, 
and reduced to their natural order. 


VII. A Tremor or Trembling ariſing frew 
over-great Weakyeſs. 


1. ALMW having at ſeveral times loſt above 
an hundrMind fifty ounces of Blood (being ſup- 
poſed tobeina Conſumption) fell into a Tremor 
or Trewbling of all the extream Parts of her 


Body, being then in the thictierh year of her 4

2.. She: conſulre 
Gcians and great DoRors about it, who after a 
long courſe of Phyfick gave her over as uncura- 
ble; at length by the adviſe of-fome Friends ſhe 


applyed hetfelf ra me, requeſting my aſbiſtance: 
after an inquiry into her Condition, [found it 
to wine purely from weakneſs, which as 1 
conceive was occaſioned partly from the loſs 
of the quantity of Blood above named ; and 
partly from. the improper Phyfick which had 
been given her , as well as from theforce of her 
Diſeaſe : ſo that I aſcribed a great part of the 
excernal cauſe to the male-pradtice of her learn- 


ed Doctors. 

3, Her Stomach was exceedingly out of or- 
der, ſorhat-ſhe could rake nothing, naynot-ber 
ordinary Food without vomitingz -and fo-ex. 
ceedingly was it enervared, that ſhe conſtantly 
loathed all things which were deſigned to be re- 
ceived in at her Mouth ; ſo thatby reaſon of the 
little Nouriſhment ſhe rook in, her Diſeaſe 
ſcemed continually to encreaſe upon her , now 
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this Trembling more diſcompofed ber, than all 
her other ilineſs ; betauſeſhe feared ir was the 


de novo with ſeveral Phy-

and Neuroticks, the firſt thing I gave her b4 
the v#{nerary Spirit of Vitriol, which as it is a 
great ſtrengthner of the Stomach, ſo alſo it is 
a thing of very ſubtile and volatile parts : I or- 
red her to take it in all the drink ſhe took whe- 
ther Beer, Ale, or Wine, and to put ſo much 
therein at a time, as might give it a pleaſant 
ralt; and to take it as well at meals, as be- 
tween meals : by this ſhe confeſt ſhe found much 
good, and inleſsthan a fortnights time, began 
to eather Food indifterently well, 

6. But by reaſon ſhe complained of a cold- 
neſs at Sromach, and wind which much oppreſt 
her, -I cauſed her about baif an hour before 
cating to take from fifteen to thirty drops of 
the T:niture of black Pepper in a glaſs of Cana- 
ry, and this todo three times a day at leaſt : 
as alſo immediately after egting to rake a glaſs 
of choice Wormwood-Wine, (made very bitter 
with the Wormwood)) and ſomtimes for change, 


a «>a or two of the beſt Cinnamon-Water, 
or half an ounce of the «Aqua Vite Matthioli : 
Moreoyer every Morning faſting, T cauſed ber 
to take from forty to ſixty drops of Elixir Pro- 
prietates in a glaſs of generous Wine; by the 


this evil diſpoſition of her Stomach , ſhe told 
me was chiefly cauſed fromthe largequantiries 
2nd nauciouſneſs of the Medicaments which had | 
been for a long time given her ; ſo that ifI could 
not find out things more pleaſant and deleRa- 
ble, and Cach as withall might ſtrengthen her 
Stomach, ſhe confidently aſſured herſelf, that 
I ſould never be able to do her any kindneſs, 

4. Theſe precautions I confeſs were a means 
'0 put me into the right way, and therefore I 
conſulted with myſelf, how I might reſtore the 
tone of the Sromach, now ſo much overturned 
[ perceived the Faculties of the Stomach them- 
ſelves were hart, and that that nauciouſneſs and 
Yomiting rather proceeded therefrom, than 
from any real foulneſs, or quantity of matter 
hlling the ſame ; and I was the more confirmed 
n this opinion, becauſe ſhe told me, that her 
TmerDoRors had given ber above twenty Vo- 
mits.by which ſhe was aſſured her Stomach was 
lictually cleanſed, | 

5. Upon this, I applyed my thoughts wholly 


0 ſirengthners of the Scomach, Rettauratives 
Tom.l, 


conſtant uſe of theſe things, in about twenty days 
time, her loathing and vomiting was wholly tak- 
en away, as alſothat windineſs and coldneſs of 
the Stomach, of which ſhe ſo much complained, 
7. By the aſſiduous uſe of theſe things, ſhe be- 
gan to cat and digeſt her Food very well, ſothat 
now ſhe was put into hopes of a Cure; but that 
I might effeRually accompliſh what I deſigned, 
I now applyed myſelf ro ſuch things as were of 
a pure reſtorative nature, and withall had a 
power to Comfort and ſtrengthen the Nerves: 
For this purpoſe preſcribed ro ker the taking 
of Eleftnarium ad Tabidos,to be taken the quan- 
tiry of a large Nutmeg evety Morning faiting, 


drinking after it a ſmall glaſs ofWormwoodWine, 
and toccntinue rhe ſame for {1x or eight weeks as 
ſhe in the proceſs of time ſhould ſee occaficn. 


8. I ordered her to take the Eleftuary about 


fix in the Morning, aud about three houts after, 


viz,, about rire actock, to take this following 


Neurotick. Take pare Muth, half an ounce : 
Ambergriſe, one aram : Extratts of G:ni1av, 
Zedoary, Contrayerva, Virginan- ſnake-ro00t 
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aud Saffron, of each two dram) : mix and with 
pare juice of Alkernes a ſufficient quantity make 
an Eletuary, tobe taken, as aforeſaid, from 
half a dramto a dram, and drinking after it, a 
little glaſs of White or Rheniſh-Wine and Su- 


g4r : and this ſame Doſe, I ſo ordered to be tak- 
en at four a clock in the Afternocn, v7, about 
four hours after Dinner; and to continue it 
twice a day for tenor twelve days together ; and 
aftexwardsonly to take it once a day, viz, at ten 
in the Morning, as long as need required. 

9. At Night going to bed I preſcribed a ſmall 
Doſe of my Laudanum, made of a fermented 
Opium with volatile Salts; I began with two 
grains, andcauſcd her to encreaſe a grain eve- 
ry week, till ſhe took eight grains, which was 

the largeſt Doſe; and ſhe continued the uſe 
thereof for about three Months, Moreover 
I was enduced to the uſe of the former Me- 
dicament made of 14h, becauſe ſhe exceed- 
ingly delighted in that Scent, and aſſured me, 
that ſhe ever found ic exceedingly to comfort 
and refreſh her, 

xo, Laſtly, twice a day, viz, Morning and 
Night, I cauſed all the Parts afilifed with the 
: Tremor to be. very well bathed with the Powers 
of Rhodium, which was. done for three weeks, 

 andafterwards only once a.day,to.wit, at Night 
going to bed, juſt before taking of the Lawda- 
zum ; Theſe means being perſued according to 
my dire&ions, her Diſeaſe dayly weakned, and 
ſhe encreaſed in ſtrength ; fo that in leſs than 
a quarter of a year ſhe was (beyond all expeCta- 
tion) reſtored to her perfet Health. 


VIII. 4 Tremor or Trembling in a young 
Lady, proceeding from Afﬀrightment. 


I, Being abroad late, ſhe apprehended ſhe 
ſaw a Spirit or Ghoſt, by which being put in- 
to a terrible fear, a notable Trembling ſeiſed 
upon her, which continued for fome houts, 
with great vehemency, her Friends expeCQiing 
that when the terror or affrightment was clear: 
ly gon, that probably the Trembling would 
leave her, 

2. But contrary to their expeQation, ſo 
great was the diſturbance of the Spirits, that 
thaughafcer a ſeaſon the terror was clearly va-

niſhed, yer it left behind it, ſome portion of 
its effeQs: for though ir was ſomwhar abated,

ciſe bis skill upon, 

3. I wasat length ſent for, to whom they 
gave the aforeſaid relation of her condition; by 
which I ſaw the Nerves and their Original ty 
be indeed affeed ; and therefore adhibired to 
her {ach proper Cephalick-Neuroticks, a; 
might probably reſtore the. Qeconomy of the 
Genus Nervoſum or Nervous Syſteme : Tale 
Venice : Treacle, ane. ounce :. volatile Salt of 
Amber, and of Harts-horn, of each one dram 
and half: Auth, one dram: with conſe of 
Alkermes a ſufficient quantity , make an Elity. 
ary., Of this ſhe took the quantity of a dram 
and half, or nearly two drams every Morning 
faſting, drinking after the fame a little glaſs 
of Sack, and faſting after ir for the ſpace of 
two hours, 

4- Buc that we might the more abſolutely 
ſertle the Spirits, and confirm the eArchew 
( thus of late diſturbed )-I alſo reſalyed togire 
her at Night going to Bed a.doſe of my Landa- 
yum ( made of a fermented Opium, and re- 
pleat with volatile Salts :)I firſt gave her three 
grains, the uſe of which ſhe continued for a 
weekevesy Night: then I gave her four grains 
for a week more: and augmented it a grain 
every week whilſt ſhe rook it, which was to the 
end of five weeks, at which period of time fic 
was reftored to her perfe& health, 

5+ Since the performance of this Cure, [ 
have cured four other Perſons, who were af- 
feed with a Tremor from affrightment : and 
that only with Our Laudauum but now above 
mentioned, given every Night, as aforeſaid, 
and augmented the doſe only. one grain a week, 
being continued, four or fiye weeks in like mar» 
ner : which Obſervations are truly worth he 
taking notice of.

Orrice root 41 ponder, enough to make it of a 
ft conſiſtencie ; mix them well for a Cataplaſm, 
This was ſpread upon Lambs leather and ap-

4. . But - while theſe things were doing, I 
tought good to give her a few doſes of my 
Liudaryos aforementioned, which ſhe took to 
four grains-every Night, for a fortnight toge- 
ther, drinking the it a glaſs of Rheniſh Wine 


very {ad and languiſhing condition, and alfo in 
perpetual Pain, fo that ſome Phyficians thoughe

1, A Woman near thirty years of age, of 
a melancholy diſpoſition of body, and very apc 
to be frighted upon the leaſt occafion, was ar 
length taken with a Tremor, which had now. 
continued upon her above two years, ſo that 

a Palſie was feared to enſue :; ſhe was Hypo- 
choudriack ,. and complained of a great op- 

preſhon of the Spleen, which would be fo greaz 
——— Mx that ſhe could not 1ye upon her lefe 

Side,

In all ſuch 
caſes, the Diſcaſe is Symparhetical, and the 
Brain only ſuffers by conſent or compaſſion. 


XKXI. Of the cauſes of a Tremor or Trem- 
bling. 


1. Authors have given many-.cauſes of Tre- 
ror or Trembling, wich cauſes require other 


.Ccauſes to explain them : as, That it is cauſed by 


reaſon of the weakneſs of the motive faculty, 
or nereſt Inſtruments thereof, to wit, the 
Animal Spirir, which is not able to exerciſe a 


voluntary motion perfe&ly. The Spirits are 


made weak either by a fault in theraſelves, or, 
by a defe& in the Nerves, whichare the Con- 
dit-pipes of the Animal Spirits, and by which' 
they are conveyed and do at, The fault js in 
the Spirits, when either they are but few at the 
firſt ; Or, when they are afterwards diſlipat- 
ed, They are few at the firſt, either by rea- 
ſon of the cold diſtemper of the Brain, as in old 
men ;- Or, for the want of Vital Spirits, which 
are the matter of which the Animal are made. 
The Spirics are diſſipated from many external 
Cauſes as immoderate evacuations, much uſe 
of venery and unſeaſonable, great Pain, much 
faſting, Gricf, and long violent Diſeaſes. 
They are hurt by a defe& in the Nerves ; and 
are wecakned when either the Nerves are too 
cold, or. are infe&ed with a malipn quality, 
Or obltruction, Or comprefled. They grow 
too cold either from cold Air, Or the eating of 
cold Mcats, Or much drinking of Water,' Or 
ſyiming often in cold water, and the like, They 
are infeed by the uſe of Opium, Henbane, 
Poppy, and the fumes of Mercury, as it often 
falls cut to Goldſmichs and Gilders, and to 
ſuch as ( baving had the french Pox ) have been 
cured with the fumes of Cinnabar, Arſnick, 
or M-rcury ; as alſo to ſuch as have had Ma- 

lienant Feavers. They are obſtructed either

6. Another cauſe which we may lawfully 
aſſign, even from experience it ſelf, is ſudden 
fear or joy, either of which being extream, ſo 
profligate the Animal Spirit, that ſuddenly it 
recovers not it ſelf again, I knew a certain 
Merchant, who upon the hearing of the loſs of 
a Vellel in which he had a ccnfiderable Cargo, 
was ſtruck into ſuch a conſternation, that Im- 
mediately a Tremor ſeiſed him all over from 
Head to Foot, nor was the Man ſcarcely himſelf : 
ne continued in this condition eight days and 
then died Trembling. Another being frighted, 
with the apparition ( as he thought ) of ſome 
Demon or Ghoſt, was immediately taken with 
ſuch a Tremor, as laſted upon bim a week or 
more, On the contrary ? anelderly Woman of 
about fifty ſix years of age, having a Son abſent

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Nature is able to bear : and though many Ex- 
amples of this kind are not eaſy to be produced, 
yet ſome ſuch I haye known ; bur the error is 
ſeldom of long con!inuance, and eaſie tobe re- 
trieved. Hetherto of the antecedent, procatar- 
tick, external or remote cauſe of this diſaffe. 
Qion ; we come now to ſpeak a word or two of 
the preggamnenien, conjuntt, or nere cauſe, 

11. Now ſtrong Liquors, as Ale, Wine, Bran» 
dy, &c. contribute to this affe@ by weakning 
both the animal Spirit and the Nerves : too 
much of any thing, as the Proverb is, is good for 
nothing ; the Sun is the Fountain of Light, yer 
poffibly by long gazing upon it, you may be 
made blind ; the fame itis in the uſe of all ſpi- 
ritaous and cordial Liquors ; being taken in 
due meaſure and proportion, they chear the 
Hearr and revive the Spirits, but taken to an ex- 
ceſs, they are fo far from contributing to that 
end, that they wholly overturn the Qeconomy 
of Nature, eſpecially being — and 
affiduoufly uſed, for thereby ſuch an intenſe 
heat is enkindled, as cauſes not only a diffuſion 
but alfo a diſfipation of the animal Spirit ; and 
by the vaſt quantity which is continually poured 
in, the ſaid Spirit is as it were overturned. or 
drowned, at leaft corrupted and weakned by 
being immerſed in the heat and fumes of the too 
abounding matter, whereby it is.in part diſabled 
for performing its wonted operations, 

12, Thus theſe Fumes "r: their intimate 
mixcion with the animal Spirir (alſo corrupting 
of it) being conveyed thereby. to the Brain and 
Cerebel, (the Fountain of the ſaid Spirit, and 
root of the nervous. produRion) fall by mears 
thereof upon the Nerves, where, by too much 


of Wounds in ſeveral Parts of their Bodies,which 
notwithitarding the dexterity of the Artiſt's 
healing cf them, have a manifold Tremor, as a 
perpetual Remeardrance of their former Adyen- 
ryx25-; though probably the ſaid Tremor in 
ſome of them might be cauſed partly through 
icfs of Blocd, and partly through the hart of the 
V.ilcls thereof.

2. This Gentleman had been under the 
Hands of ſeveral Phyſicians, for two or three 
years together, but could receive no benefit, fo 
rhat he gave himſelf over to diſpair, having 
indeed paſſed through all che ordinary courſes 
ct Phyſick: at length ſome of his Relations 
perſwaled him to make uſe of me ; I was ac- 
cordin.ly ſent for, they gave me a relation of 
all that had paſſed, ard requeſted my care for

nal Marrow, and there ſtopping about the be. 


ginning or paſlage-of it, or falling dewn far; 


ther chrough the progreſs, which the conjugaii 
ons of Nerves paſs in their entrance into the 
Body, following the ſaid conjugations, and ſtick. 
ing here and there about the Nerves ; in what 
place ſoever . this happens, whether about the 
ſpinal Marrow, or-about the copjugations, or. 
branches of Nerves proceeding therefrom, by 
bedewing or comprefling them, it produceth a- 
Palſy, either of more or fewer Parts, according 
as a more general or particular Netve is af- 
feted, 

7, For if plenty of humers flow theither, in 
thoſe narrow: places, and by their weight, or 
taking up of place docompreſsthe Neves, the 
animal Spirit muſt neceffarily be intercepted 
in its paſſages : and if this matter be long de- 
tained there, it'becomes thicker and mucous ;

3. The moſt vehement ſymptoms urged our 
firſt conſideration, which was that of the Cho- 
lick, and therefore I gave her for ſeveral days 
an infufion of Rhubarb thin fliced and bruiſed 
in choice Canary: Take of the beſt Sack 4- 
quart : Rhubarb thin ſliced and bruiſed, forr 
ounces : digeſt forty eight hogrs, then decant «off 
the clear Wine, of which give three ounces at a 
time, twice a day, viz, Morning and Night, 


putting into each doſe ſixty drops of Powers of 


Caraways : By the uſe of this thing alone, ſhe 
had eaſe in a little time, and in fomthing leſs 
than three weeks time, this excruciating Cho- 
lick was perted&tly removed. | 

4. From hence the reaſon was apparent 
why her former D@Qors could give her no 
relief in her Cholick Pains, for that there ys -

Cho- 
licks: This MeJicament was given her as be- 
ſore mentioned till the C-olich was perfectly 
removed from her : but over and beſides that, 
I cauſed ir to be .infuſed in all the drink ſhe 
drank, yea in all her ſmall drink, which {he 
Gy had againſt the wills of all about 
ICT. 

7, However fearing that the reter.tion of 
her Courſes might contribute ſomthing to thoſe 
gripings, we took. care to force them down, 
which we performed with this Bolus : Take fine 
Aloes in pouder, half a dram : Saffron, Aron- 
roots, both in pouder, of each fifteen grains :

2 His Phyſicians which be firſt ſent for, 
fiſt preſcribed him a ſer Diet : then ay both 
roxiited him, and purged him with ſeveral 
ſorts of Medicaments : they apply fomentati- 
ons to the Spina Dorſs, and alſo to the Para- 
htick parts : Likewiſe they anointed bim with 
ſeveral Oyntments and Balſams made of Gums, 
Spices, and hot Galenick Oyls : but theſe things 
doing no good, they ſent him to the Bath ;

bere if the ObſtruRions be very great, Senſe 
and Motion both are aboliſhed ; bur if nut, the 
motive Faculty only ſuffers loſs : And if it be bur 
a very {mallObſtucion, the motive Faculty bas. - 
only been deprived or diminiſhed, not taken away: 
7. Burt why Senſe ſhould not be huxt as well . 
as Motion in every Palſy, is manifeſt as afore- 
ſaid, from the Magnitude-of the Obſtuion : 
For if the ObſtruRion is truly ſo great, as to 
deprive any Member or Part totally of che ani- 
mal Spirir, then Senſe and Motion toth ceaſe, 
tor that they both are performed ard invigara- 
ted by the ſame Netves aud Fibres, within the 
{ame marrowy Paſlages. But if the Qbſtruion-» 
is ſmall, then a ſmall Portion of rhe animal Spi- 
ritis diſtributed, ſo much as may manage the

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- But ſomtimes the morbifick Cauſe affects |

mrIK of Continuity, whereby a Palſy is exci- 
ted : Now ObſtruRions are not here fo eaſy 
to be made, for that the obſtructing Matter in 
the Head, does not eaſily fall beyond the Cor- 
pora ſtriata ; but the poyſonous Miaſms may 
affect the Spirits, and £ cauſe a kind of Para- 
I\fis, Hemplegia, a Numneſs, or depraved 
Operation of the Part or Parts, 

10. But in either the oblong or ſpinal Mar- 
row, eſpecially the latter, a Palſy may be ex- 
cited from a Compreſſion, or Solution of Con- 
_ rinuity by a Bruiſe, Apoſtume, or Wound, by 
-means of which the Blood or ſerous Humor ma 
flow within the Hollowneſs or Chanel of the 
Spine, ſo as to ftraiten the ſpinal Marrow, 
and ſtop up the Paſſage of the Spirit : And this 
may come to paſs from a burt of the Vertebre 
by Diſtortion, or Extremity of Cold in bard 
Weather ; by the latter of which a Congelation 
is ſomtimes bred, - from whence paralytick Dif. 
.caſes ſomtimes ariſe. x 

11. Andif any of theſe Accidents ſeife upon 
any of the greater Nerves, or their Ramifica- 
tions, the ſame thing is cauſed ; for that which 
- is bitterneſs in the Fountain , will be bitterneſs 
in the Streams alſo. 

x2. The Matter or Particles caufing the Ob- 
ſtru&ion, deſcending from the Cerebram into 
the oblong Marrow,falling upon the begining of 
the Nerves which ſpread themſelyes-into ſome 
of the Muſcles of the Face, and by obſtructing! 
the Paſſages of the Spirit, excite a Paralyſis of 
the Tongue, Eyes, Eye-Lids, Lips, Jaws, and 
other Parts: From whence the contrary Muf- 
- . cles being contrafted, a Cramp or Conyulſion 
is ſtirred up inthe oppoſite Parr. 

I3. Tho ſame Particles being carried forth 
into the ſpinal Marrow , ſpreads it ſelf ſom- 
times into all its Conjugations or Pairs ; and 
fomtimes into ſome particular Nerves of the 
ſame, from whence a Palſy of all thoſe Parts, 
- Into which thoſe Nerves or their Ramifications 
diſtribute themſelves : And in all thoſe Parts 
whether in the Neck, Hands, Arms, Legs, or | 
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Feer, where a Paralyſis is cauſed from theRe. 
ſolution of ſome particular Nerve or Netyes. 
if all the Nerves of the ſame Part or Parts b« 
not reſolved, bur the oppoſite Nerves befree 
from the paralycick Aﬀe, there is always a 
Contraction of the ſame, {as in a particular 
Cure before-going we have obſerved, ) 

I4. As the imbecility of the Animal Spirit 
often cauſes Paralytick Symptoms, without a 
great ObſtruGion : ſo that imbeciliry or impo- 
rency may be cauſed by an afflux of malign 
Particles, from Narcotick, ſtupefaRive, or 
poyſonous Steams, whether internal or exter. 
nal, arifing from Opium, or-Opiates, the Dead. 
ly Night- ſhade, Aconttum, Mercnry, vAnti. 
mony, Biſmuth, Arſexick, &c. any of which 
if they kill nor, yet many times induce pale- 
neſs, weakneſs, tremblings, and a relaxation or 
reſolution of the Nerves and muſculous parts, 
And the ſame may be cauſed from the fumes of 
Aqua fortis, and eAqua regs, unadviſedly ta- 
ken up the Noſtrils, 

Is. Such like malign Particles as theſe, 
whether proceeding from the aforeſgid Fonn- 
tains, or from a ſcorbutick and cacochymick 
habic of Body, paſſing through the brain and its 
medullar appendix,ſeize upon the nervous Con- 
duits, and thereby not only, contaminate the 
Animal Spiric, but alſo the .Neurotick juice, 
whereby both the ſenſe and the power of moyinz 
in a very ſhort time comes to be obliterated. 
Theſe upon their firſt approaches only induce 
Paralytick Symptoms, as ſlifaek, or numbneſs, 
and withal cauſe a weakneſs in the part ; butat 
length being plentifully caſt into the Nerves 
and as it were tumultuating there, they fi \ 
themſelves up and down, and ſo perfeRly ob- 
ſtruQing the paſlages of the Spirit, cauſe an abs 
ſolute and durable Pa{ſy. 

16, Galex, and many other Phyſicians, his 
followers affirm, a'thick, glutinous, cold flegm 
to be the morbifick matter of a Paralyſis ; but 
ſuch alike ſubſtance is impoſſible ro paſs through 
che brain, much leſs the Neurotick Cavities, by 
reaſon of their exceeding ſmallneſs : from 
whence it is manifeſt, that the proeguminine, 
proximate, or conjun cauſe of a Palſy is mar 


lign and very ſubtil Aroms or Particles, which 
con- 
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contaminating the Spirits, whether in the Brain, 
callous, or ſtreaked Bodies, the oblong or ſpinal 
Marrow, the original of the Nerves, or their 
ſeveral and various ramifications, do infallibly 
excite a Palſy, and in thoſe part or parts which 
have a PR, confent, or community with 
the parts firlt afteQed. 

17. But that ſuch thick, cold flegm, or a 
watery humor in the Brain is not the cauſe of 
the Palſy, is manifeſt; for that theſe humors 
commonly find another vent, to wit, by the 
Noſe, Eyes, and Pallat : And where there is a 
Dropſy of the Brain, in which the Brain (faith 
Willis) and the tops of either Marrow, do as it 
vere ſwim in Water, yet are not ſuch for that 
reaſon diſpoſed to the Palſy, unleſs the Water 
by its weight make a compreſſion of the Mar- 
FOW. 

x8, The Procatartick, remote, or foregoing 
cauſes, remain now to be enquired into, and 


they are either Accidental or Habitual. The | 


Accidental are manifeſt, as a Bruiſe, Wound, 
Luxation, aud extre eat orcold, without 
any previous or habi ſpoſition of the Body, 
belides which, and the conjun& cauſe, which 
iseither a Compreſſion, or Solution of Unity, 
there isno other. 

19, The Procatartick habitual cauſe is al- 
vays a2 malign extraneous matter, generated 
and heaped up togetber, which being ſuffuſed 
into the Organs of ſenſe and motion, obſtrudts 
the marrowy or nervous paſlages, and fomrimes 
vithal profligates the Spirit by mere contaQ, | 
or effects both rogether, whence by reaſon of 


the curting off of the Animal Spirit a Palſy is|- 


excited in the congruent parts. 

20, This cauſe depends upon a double ante- 
cedent cauſe, viz, one more remote; which is a 
diſaff-tion of the Blood and Lympharick juyce, 
zenerated in themſelves, or taken from the Sto- 
mach, Inteſtines and Meſentery, which con- 
veys to the Head a morbitck matter :. thz 
other moye near, Which is a brain of evil diſpo- 
ſition or conformation, being either too weak, 
or too looſe and reſolved ; or otherwiſe of 
eyil conformation ,  wherevy it ealily admits 
of forreign, heterogene and malign. Pati- 


21, The morbifick matter being brought to 
the Brain induces a Parahſss either primarily, 
for that choſe heterogene and malign Particles 
are chiefly diſpoſed tor the exciting or ſtirring 
up a Palſy : And with all, that they are con- 
veyed gradually, and in ſmall proportion : for 
otherwiſe, ſhould there be a great afflux toge- 
cher, they would firſt cauſe an Apoplexy or 
Carus, or excite Conyullions,the Cholick, Gonr, 
or Scorbute, and then at length a Palſy. - Op 
Secondarily, which is moſt common, after ſome. 
of the aforenamed Diſeaſes, a ſlow and long 
Feaver, immoderate Grief, a Conſumption, 
Atrophy, or Waſting, and ſome other Diſtem- 
pers for the moſt part Chronical ; wherein the 
natural and vital Faculties being thereby very 
much hurt, and the ſtrength at length worn: 
out, enervations and reſolutions of the whole 
| Body, or of ſome Members, ofte-times fuc- 
ceeds, 
22, A Palſy for moſt part follows after 
long and continued Convulfions, or convulſive 
Motions, as Epileplies ; for that the Nerves- 
and Muſcles in ſeveral Members are mightily 
debilicated, fo that the motive Faculty is as it 
were, only through infinite weaknefs, aboliſh- 
ed, the (ick becoming firſt Lame, then whol- 
ly belpleſs ; for that the marbifick matter, be- 
ing continually thruſt into the pafſuges of the- 
Cerebrum, and its medullar and nervous Ap- 
pendix does at length ſo weaken and dilate 
chem, that it gives a free courſe ro thoſe malign 
and heterogene Particles by which the Palſy is 
certainly induced, 

23, So alſo after a frequent and long Cho- 
lick, which cruelly tormenting, and returning 
by intervals, caules other cruel ,. and” almoſt; 
continual pains in the other /7ſcera of the 4b. 
domen ; from whence (through the fubtilty of 
the matter) is excited wandering pairs through 
the Bady, and its Members, which cauſes fuſt 
inficite weakneſs, then a Srupor, or Numnels,. 
and at laſt aReſolucion, or Palſy of the parts 
afflited ;. for that the ſeat of rhe morbificlsi 
matter, or Particks is now changed being 
transfuſed into th? Splanchnicek N rves, whic1 
pulling and twitching the Fibres ot the YViſcer az 


cles, | 
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irs up Pains and Convulſions ; then becoming 
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more plentiful, diffuſe themſelves through the 
Spinal Marrow, where entering into the Nerves, 
deſtinated to ſuch reſpe&ive parts, forthwith 
induces as aforeſaid, a Reſoluticn, or Palſy, 
2.4. In like manaer, aftec a frequent and ve- 
hemenc Gout, a Palſy may be excited, from the 
infiaite weakning of the Nerves ar.d Muſcles 
(chrough the extream anguilh and miſery of the 
part) tor thereby, at length voluntary motion 
comes to be aboliſhed : but not for that cauſe 
only, but from a jmore inward cauſe inherent 
in the Cavities of the Nerves themſelves ; for 
chat the Neurotick juice by the heat and infla- 
mation of the Diſeaſe aflli&ing is rarified, and 
forced out of its own domicil into the hollows of 
the Nerves, where interfering with the Animal 
Spirit, not only exaſperates the pain, whereby 
the part comes to be weakned, bur alſo obſtrutts 
the future occurſe of the ſaid Spirit tothe ſame 
place : beſides which, *cis alſo poſſible, that the 
gouty Particles transfuſing themſelves into the 


maſs of Blood, with which being carried to the, 


Brain, and being continually multiplyed by ma- 
-nifold acceſſions, may at length contaminate the 
Spirits in theCallous and ſtreaked Bodies,oblong 
and ſpinal Marrow, and in the original of the 
Nerves of ſeveral conjugations or pairs, and 
their ſeveral and various ramifications, ſo as to 
induce anabſolute and confirm'd Palſy. 

25. There is another ſpectes of this Diſeaſe, 
wherein the motive Faculty is not aboliſhed, bur 
only weakly performed, or depraved. This is 
cauſed either from the want or impotency of 
the Animal Spirit, whereby the Members can. 
not ſtrongly move, or lifr, or bear any weight, 
but they labour under a great debility and 
trembling : for a ſufficient ſtrength being want- 
ing for the performance of any a at one eſlay, 
Nature ſubmitcing, is forced to a@ by a more 
often repeated endeavour, and fo the part be- 
ing in motion, is forced to ſhake and tremble ; 
whence it is, that in ſome palfied people, there 
is always a trembling and ſhaking in all their 
Limbs, for that the nervous Fibres are univer- 
fally weakned, which continually ſtriving to 
exert their wonted power reiterate thoſe depra- 
ved motions perpetually. 

26. Thoſe who ſuffer a Palſy through a de- 
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feit of the Animal Spirit, are ſuch as have loft 

[mach Blood ; or, ſuch as have too often exer. 
ciſed the Venerial Act ; or are arrived to an 
extream or unhealthy old Age ; for by theſe 
'mears the Spirits are waſted, .and tte ſupply or 
ſtock and proviſion of them being bur ſmall, 
their diſpenſation into the Genus Nervoſam is fo 
' much diminiſhed, thar a trembling Para 
' commonly ſucceeds thereupon, _ 

27. The fame thing almoſt happens to ſuch 
as have lain lorg fick in an Arrophy, or waltiog 
condition, and ſome other chronical Diſeaſes, 
in which the Spirits waſt or decay, and the 
Vigour, force or ſtrength of the Body, grada- 
tim, andas it were, .inſen{ibly declines, where- 
by they become ſo enervated, as that they can 
neither go nor ſtand upright, much lefs per- 
form any other aion, which requires any con- 
{iderable power : theſe ſomtimes lye Bed-rid 
i0ng, and it may be without any conſiderable 
fickneſs ; and although they ſeem every day, as 
if they were ready to die, yet they lye caſily 
—_ and undiſt talk chearfully, but 

are not riſe or move; for that upon the leaſt 
motion, ſuch a ſignal uneafineſs and wearineſs 
ſeiſes upon them as if they had don ſome bard 
labour, or gon ſome great journey, ſo that they 
cannot be reſted again in ſome hours after; In 
this caſe certainly, although the Animal Spirits 
do in ſome ſort inliven and atuate the Genms 
Nervoſum, yet the due meaſure is ſo imall, 
and their proportion to the whole ſo defective, 
that the power of moving ( though not wholly 
taken away, yet) is ſo depraved, that the fick 
can ſcarcely be perſwaded to try whether they 
can move or nor. 

28, And almoſt for the ſame reaſon the Mo- 
tive faculty, fails or is depraved in Scorbutick 
Perſons, and ſuch as have often Surfeired them- 
ſelves with Gluttony, and ſtrong liquors, where- 
by ſuch a ſuperfluous quantity of ill humors, 
and indigeſted matter is generated, that thereby 
even the Spirits themſelves are contaminated, | 
and at long run almoſt overwhelmed; where- 
by, they are either made imbecil, impotent 
or weak; or the Spirit making faculty ( from 
the impotency of che Stomach and the other 


| Viſcera ) though not wholly ceafing to perform 
its 


| 
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its duty, yet does it ſo poorly ani meanly, 
that there is not a ſufficient generation of Spirits 
daily made, to ſupport the humane frame in its 
due energy and ſtrength, For by theſe meanes 
the whole Sanguinous maſs becomes polluted, 
and filled with impurities and ſerofities, which 
being therewith conyeyed to the Brain, ( made 
lax or looſe as to its Pores, by a long continu- 
ation of irregularities ) is eaſlely received there; 
out of which impure Blood, as there .is a leſs 
proportion of Animal Spirits generated, ſo are | 
tiey not ſo ſublime, ſerene, or ſubti], but more 


moiſt Air, Metalick and Narcotick Fumes, 
{tupefying Medicines, exceſs of hear, cold, or 
moiſture, vehement and long Pathons of the 
Mind, &c. 

31. Hitherto of a Paralyſis, where motion 
is only hurt, the ſenſe remaining firm ; it is 
now reaſonable, that we ſhew the cauſe ot f{ente 
being hurt, the motive faculty being found and 
ſtrong, as is ordinary in ſuch as are aſllicted 
with an Elephantiaſis, Lepra Grecorum, and 
Mania, who often go naked, Ilye cold in Froſt 
and Snow, or the middle of Winter, and whoſe

29. Ard intheſe caſes ariſing from the de- 
ſ{&,or imbecility of the Animal Spirit,we con- 
clude the Spirits not only to be in fault, bur the 
Organs alſo generating and containing them, 
made weak by the depraved Seroſities ot Gas 
«> the Blood, tranſmitted every where through 
tte whole univerſal Body into the moving Fi- 
res; whereby it is reaſonable to think, that 
bole few Spirits (impure alſo) derived from the 
iran, being diſpoſed at length through the | 
ſole Genus Nervoſum, into the minuteſt Fi- 
res, and meeting there, with that depraved Se- 
nlitie, or malign Gas of the Blood, make the 
wtive Faculty both more weak and trem-

30, And therefore as to an habitual Palſy, 
tz Palſy generated from a previous long and 
aitual vicious courſe of Living ; this we ſay, 
Wt whatſoever things do more than ordinarily 
late the Blood ; or, obſtru& the Brain and 
8 nervous Appendix, excite an aftlux of mor- 
Mck Particles, or matter ; produce a Narco- 
#, or ſtupefaQion of the Spirits; or, impeeds 
ir generating, may be accounted as antece- 
Kat cauſes of a Paralyſis.

Skins are ſonumb and ſenfleſs, that they feel 
not, though prickt with Auls, Needles, or Pins, 
or cut with Knives, c, The true reaſon of this 
is, becauſe the Nerves repleniſhing the Skin, 
(the outer and primary Organ of feeling) aud 
the Membranes covering the Muſcles by their 
various Ramifications and innumerable mem- 
branaceous Fibres (which chiefly convey to the 
parts, the ſenſe of feeling) are only hurt, or 
chiefly fuffer : Whereas thoſe greater Tencinous 
and Muſcular Nerves, who by their muſculous 
and fleſhy Fibres exert the motive faculty ; or, 
in whom is ſeated the power of moving, remain 
ſafe and unhurtr, Wherefore the loſs or hurt 
of the ſenſitive faculty, proceeds from a hurt 
of the exteriour and membranaceous Fibres, 
either through ſome poyſonous or malign Gas : 
or, extremity of cold benumbing them, ſo thar 
the Animal Spirit cannot (as itought to do) ir- 
radiate them ; and hence ir appears, that the 
Nerves of the exterior Membranes are only 
burt, for that ſenſe being loſt, the part or parts 
waſtnot, as when deprived of motion, but have 
a ſufficient aff]ux of the Animal Spirir, enabling 
them to perform their proper duty, and to a{- 
fimulate the nutritious juice brought to the ſaid 
parts, by the Arteries. 

32, Now out of what has been already faid 
it appears, that the extreameſt kind of Palſy, 
in which the motive and ſenfitive Faculties are 
both hurt or aboliſhed, is cauſed from a ge- 
neral affeRion of all the Nerves diftributed into 
the part or parts affeQed, as well-the {taneors 
and Membranaceous Fibres of the Nerves, as 
the Tendinouws and Muſcular , whereby the

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Spirit are (in a manner) compleatly ſhut up, 
and all its irradiations intercepted or fruſtra. 
red; This may chance (though rarely) from 
the deſcent of the morbifick matter from the 
Brain, into the oblong Morrow , but very often 
from a notable hurt of the Back-bone, by a 
Blow, Wound, or Fall from ſome high place, 
whereby (the Spine Medulla being compreſſed, 
or too much diſtended, or yrithed) the pal- 
ſages of the Animal Spirit are mightily ob- 
ſtraked, and in dabger of perfe& oblitera- 


tion. 


CIV. The ?udgments or Progneſticks of the 
Palſy. 


1, A Palſy coming from a cold and moift 
Cauſe, or in a cold and moiſt habit of body, 
eſpecially in ſuch as are extream Fat, and 
have been ſo of a long time, is very diflicultly 
cured: and if the Diſeaſe in ſuch a perſon, has 
been of any long continuance, it ſeldom: or ne- 
ver is cured, 

2. Thecure is difficult, or ſeldom or never 
performed, if the Diſeaſe bappens in old Age, 
more eſpecially if the Sick is Fat, and of a cold 
moiſt habit of body. . 

3- A Palſy wherein motion is aboliſhed, 
is much more difficult to Cure, than that in 
| which ſenſe is only hurt ; in regard of che deep 
ſcituation of the Nerves, for that the force of 
the Medicine cannot fo eaſily reach them :. but 
that Palſy, wherein both Facultics are hurt or 
aboliſhed, is yet much worſe. 

4. Every Paralyſis whither coming by de- 
grees, or happening by accident, whether uot 
verſal or particular, though for the moft part 
they are free from imminent danger, yet they 
are long in curing. 

5. A Palſy coming after an Apoplexy, is ſel. 
dom cured, and many times returrs into an 
Apoplexy again, by a new aflJux of like mat:er 
intothe Brain, which is made lax and weak by 
the former Diſeaſe. 

6. If it comes from a Blow, Fall, Wound, &c. 
or upon an Apgplexy, Lethargy, Carus, Con-

CV. The general method of cariug the Ido- 
patherick Palſy, 


1. We row come to the Therapeutical Con- 
fiderations of the Palſy; and firſt of an /ds- 
pathetick Palſy, exciced from a Procatartick 
cauſe,or previous diſpoſition of the body to ſuch 
an indiſpofition ; wherein we are chiefly to en- 
deavour the alteration of the habit of the body, 
by re&ifying the Diſcraſy of the Blood : then 
to take away the morbifick matter offending 
ad laſtly ſo to ſtrengthen che parts hurt, that 
they may for the future be able to reſiſt all other 


2. The Palſy may happen in a hot or cold 
Conſtitution, and therefore you are firſt wiſely 
nd prudencly to conſider the Temperament of 
the Sick ; for if you adhibir hot things in a hot 
Conſtitution z or cold in a cold habir, you will 
but exaſperate the Diſeaſe, and make it ſomuch 
te more difficult to be cured. Now whereas 
i Paralyſis ina cold and moiſt habit of body is 
noſt uſual, and frequent ; we ſhall firſt lay 
A a method of Precepts for the Cure there- 
ol, 

3. Here then ſince the Diſeaſe aroſe from a 
lng Series of prepared matter, and Paralytick 
articles begotten in the Blood from a cold and 
wilt external cauſe :; this habit muſt be altered 
5 a long courſe of a proper Diet, which en-

I. 4n Apoplery in 41 elderly Womans. 


r, A Woman near fiſty years of Age, of a 

cold moilt habic of Body ; having been 
for ſome time before vehemently afflied with 
aVertige, was at length taken with ſtrong Con- 
vullions, ſo that the Phyſicians then preſent, and 
others which were about her, concluded her ne- 
ver able to over-come them : theſe Conyulſions 
and Convulſive Motions often returning, - and 
handling her very ſorely,made her ſo weak and 
fceble, that a very great ſhaking and trembling 
took her almoſt in eyery part: this crembling 
goivg off of her all at once,ſhe ſeemed to be per- 
fetly weil. 

2. But ſhe had not been in this condition a- 
bove two days, when all on. &fudden ſhe was 
taken with an Apoplexy : by waich it appear- 
ed that the morbifick matter, which before had 
ſeized the Nerves, Muſcles, Joynts, fleſhy and 
extream parts, was now tranſlated co the 
Brain : the conſternation was great, for there 
was loſs both of the motive and ſenfitive Facul- 
ties ; the Patient being in a deep fleep as it were, 
but in all other reſpeRs as if ſhe had been 
dead, 

3: Being called to her whilſt in the Fir, and 
perceiving ſhe was not dead, we cauſed a dram 
or two of this following mixture to be putinto 
her Month : Take ſubtil ſpirits of Nutmegs, of 
Cloves,. and of Roſemary, of each an ounce :

by-ſtanders : Whereupon a Phyſician was ſeri 
tor, which coming in and viewing bim, declared 
lt to be an Apoplexy, as indeed it was. 

16, His afliſtance being required, he uſed 
many things in vain; fo that another Phyſician 
was ſent for, who immediately endeavoured to 
let him blood, but he would not bleed : Ar 
length ſome of his Relations deſired, that I 
might be ſent for, which was done : when I 
came to him, I beheld the miſeravle obje& with 
wonder, for be lay ſo ſtupified, as if he had 
been.perfe&ly dead, nor could we by any means 
diſcern Life in him. 

17, My advice was defired : The caſe I 
tound to be deſperate, and therefore required 
both deſperate and ſpeedy help, for that no 
ordinary means (already uſed to him,) could 
do him any good. Upon a little pauſe, I 
thought upon the learned Deckeys his Errhines, 
which is abold and almoſt irrefiltable Medica- 
ment ; and although it can ſcarcely be given 
withont dangee, and ſeldom without great 
Symptoms following it ; yet becauſe it makes 
large Evacuations from the Head, and may be 
blown up the Noſtrils, when nothing can be 
pagye forced down the Throat, and the Patient 
witha]l being (as it were) inſenſible, I conclu- 
ded iP®Yaſonable to exhibit the ſame, which 
with the conſent of the other Phyſician was 
done. | 

18, The compcſition of the ſaid Errhine is 
this : Take Turbith Mineral, one part : ſubtle 
ponder of Liquorice, three parts : Roſemary- 
flowers, one part and half ; mix them exattly in 
F. Deckers Exercitation. 
Pract.cap.1. pag-19., where he has theſe Words. 
Dmworum Ultimor um horumce (peaking of this 
here deſcribed, and another going before it) 
palverum minima fere quantitas ſufficit, mul* 
tumqne pituite viſcide educit ; cum ſucceſſu 
preſcribuntar hi pulyeres in Apoplexia, Epilep- 
ſia Lethargo ,capitiſque «ffettibus ſoperoſis omning 
bus, necnon in quibuſdam capitss «ffethibus re- 
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ceat:bus , © inveteratis wertigine, graveaine, 
QC. 

19. Upon this advice it was, thatI adventu- 
red to exhibit the ſaid Medicament, and indeed 
it went not without the deſired ſucceſs; for at- 
ter that a ſmall quantity of ic had been blown 
up the Noſtrils of the Sick, he ſoon bega\ tb 
ſtir, anda large Evacuation of Pus, water, and 
viſcous matter mixed with blood was immedi- 
ately made, upon which he a lictle revived ; 
and being almoſt come to himſelf, a very great 
flux of clear blood preſently followed, nearly 
to the quantity of a quart, fo that in leſs than 
an hour and half after the Exhibitjon of the Me- 
dicament, he became perfectly freed from the 
Paroxyſm, his ſpeech underſtanding, and other 
Senſes being all reſtored to him. : 

20. From hence it may almoſt be ſafely con- 
cluded, that the Diſeaſe mighe proceed from 
the large quantity of blood filling the Ventri- 
cles of the Brain ; for after the young man had 

ied thus freely he was not only freed from the 
fit, but alſo became much more lightfom and 
chearful than he was before , concluding that 
he never found himſelf better in all his 
Life : And his Head he ſaid was much lighr- 
ſomer and pleaſancer than he had found tt for- 
merly, nad 

21. However I cauſed his Head, Forehead, 
nape of the Neck, Noſtrils, and Pulſes to be 
anointed with this following mixture. Take 
ebymical Oyls of Rue, of ſweet Marjoxgis, of 
Mint, of Featherfew, of Penny-royalWof each 

one dram : Oyls of Roſemary and Lavender, of 


each a dram and half : mix them to anaint | 


with, This was uſed at the time of his coming 
out of the fit, and I ordered him tobe anointed 
with it Morning and Night for ten or twelye 
days together. 

22. Inwardly, this following Water was gi- 
ven him by ſpoonfuls for three, four or five 
hours,and afterwards I prefcribed him the uſe of 
ic Morning and Evening for a month together : 
Take the Aqua Antapoplettica Poterij, fix oun- 
ces : the beſt (inuamon-water, four ounces : 
Elixir Pani, three onnces : ſpirit of Harts: 
heyn, half an ounce : mix them, and keep them 
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ſpoonfuls or more ar a time, dropping into each 
doſe at the time'of drink'ng, fix drops of Spirir 
of Sal Armoniack. 

23. The next day I'purged him with this : 
Take Reſin of Fallap, Scammony in fine ponder 

of each ſix grains, ys Alves, one ſernple : Ze- 
doary, ftxteen grains : Oyl of Roſemary, three 
arops : with ſyrup of Buckthory, make it into 
five Pills tor one doſe, Being guilded he (wal. 
owed them, +and- they wrought with him 
[trongly, as to give him almoſt twenty Stools, 
by which without doubt a great part of the 
morbifick matter was alſo carriedbff ; This 
Parge ten days after was repeated again. 

24. But that we might ſecure him againſt 
another fit ; I thought good to order him once 
a week ro take the Sternutatory of Aarti 
Rulanaxs, which he deſcribes in his Centutiey, 
and is as follows : Take Darnel, Nigella-ſeed;, 
white Hellebor, cf each a ſcruple : ſweet Marja- 
ram, Roſemary, Sage, of each half a dram : 

Muuk,, two grains : make all into a ſubtil piu- 

der for ſneezing, Of which the quantity of a 

Peaſe was blown up into bis-Nottrils in the 

Morning.

1, This Man aged about ſeven ard thirty, 
having led a looſe. courſe of Life, and given 
himſelf up todrinking and idleneſs, tecame not 
only very poor but alſo diſeaſed :. he was for 
two years before this Apsplexy ſeiſed him trou- 
bled with a Vertigo, .which vehemently affliged 
him ac certain times,. and that ſomtimes with 
an extream Hemicrania or Megrim, fo violent 


for two or three days (when it came) that it 


often made him delirious, and ſome of his 
Neighbours feared his goivg mad, 

2- This Vertigo and Megrim continuing up- 
on him, brought at length through extremity 
of Pain Couvalſions, which as yer only affliged 
the Head : But accidentally taking an exceed- 

«ng Cold, he fell into a Diarrhea, which was 
accompanied with a vehement Griping of the 
Guts: This being not carefully removed, but 
through Careleflneſs adding Cold to Cold, pro- 
duced Conpnlſions of the Meſentery, which ſym- 
pathifing with thoſe in þis Head, cauſed univer- 
fal Convuiſiens throughout his whole Body, ſo 
that this wretched Creature was made a SpeQa- 
cle of Miſery. 

3- In this Condition thoſe about him, cauſed 
him to be anointed with Oy of Twrpentine mixed 
with Linſced Oy! , and then they gave him 
half an ounce of Mithridate to ſweat upon, which 
andeed gave him Relief as to his then preſent 

Diſtempers, but cured him got perfeRly of his 
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4. Being ghus afftlited , and not reforming 
his irregularscourſe of Life, by reafon of an 
univerſal Corruption of. the Blood, unnatural 
Heats and colds, imprudent drinking of co14 
Liquors, whea he was extreamly hor, and an 
Indiſpotition, Weakneſs, and Hurt.of the Parts, 
either generating , containing, , or conveyinz 
che animal Spirics, this miſerable Creature of a 
ſ{ndden, unthought of, fell (going from his Lz- 
bour to Dinner) into a fit of the ,Apoplexy, 

.F. Ibeing accidentally in the Country at thar 
time, was defired to come to. him, and do fom- 
thing, to whom they gave the former Relation 
of his courſe of .Lite, Bur. being abſent from 
the City, and not having the conveniency cf 
ſuch Remedies as I would have applyed, 
could I have had them, I was forced to make 
uſe of neceſſity , and take the molt probable 
Things to do him good which might there be 
had. 

6. In the firſt place I cauſed a Sternutatoryto 
be made of Tobacco, which being finely pou- 
dred was bloyn up his Noftrils, by which ina 
little time he ſneczed, and much Warer came 


out of his Head by his Noſtrils: amd in about 
a quarter of an hour I cauſed the Sternatatory 
to be repeated again.

away) were filled with clotted Blood, whilſt the 
Heart (as before ſaid was found empty.

tlewoman, be was brought to ſome kind of Ser 
ſibility, but not to the uſe of his Limbs, or his 
Tongue; for he could ſtir neither Hard nor 
Foor, but as they were moved for him ; nor 


could he ſpeak ſo as to be underitcod, 


2. Phylicians and Chyrur;ions were ſent for, 
who bleed him, raiſed Veficatories, applyed ' 
Cups, uſed apopleRick Waters, Oyls, Oynt» 
ments, and Balſams, and gave bim ſeveral in- 
ward Medicaments, but all in vain, for by ao 
Arcifice cold they retreive h's Speech: and though 

Ffeffidt _— 
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he had in ſome meaſure bis Senſes and Under- 
Randinz, yet it was but dull, and he very mcli- 
'nable to S:cep. 

3. The next day after, a Purge was given 
bim (a ſharp Clyſter having been given over 
Night : ) chis Purge although it was {trong and 
brisk, and might have given him ſeveral Stools, 
(conſidering that his Body had been before hand 
opened with a Clyſter) yet wrought not art all, 
nor made him fick at Stomach, which ſhewed 
that the Faculties and Fun&ions of the Body 
were in a manner obliterated or aboliſhed, ſo 
that there ſcarcely was found any tral or foot- 
ſteps of N atures vivacity. 

4. The Phyfick not working, a ſecond Clyſter 
was given him, but that did as little good, for

5. Being dead a kind of fcetid Matter (to the

4. Whilſt this was doing I cauſed /iquia Er- 
rhines to beiinje&ed up his Nottrils thus made: 
Take White-Wine , haif a pint : Enphoybium , 
ten grains : Cambogia, half a dram : diſolve 
them in the Wine, this was gently ſyringed up his 
Noſtrils, but it did no good, nor inthe leaſt mive 
his Head. 

5. Wherefore ſeeing that, I was forced to 
make uſe of a ſtronger Medicine, which was that 
formerly mentioned of Deckers, compoſed of 
Turpethum minerale, &c. This in a ſhort time

"Its are ſo ſuddenly, and all at once ſuppreſſed, 
or, aSit were extinguiſhed, avout their original 
of Emanation, ſo that all ſenſe and motion de. 
pending on them ceaſes every where, remains to 
be enquired into: Some place the cauſe in the 
Heart, and lay the faulc 01 its /.:temperance ; 
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mation, or from Obſtrution thereof in the 
greater Ventricles ; Or,ObſtruQioa in irs Pores, 
or leſſer paſſages which being ſtrongly bound 


up, is ſaid to excite the fit ; becauſe, either the 
afllux of blood for the generating of Spirits is 
hindered from thoſe parts; Or the efflux and 
Emanation of the ſaid Spirits from thence to 
their deſtinated parts is kept back. 

8. From Hiſtories, or Anatomical Obſerva- 
tions of Perſons dying of this Diſeaſe, Blood has 
been found extravaſated, or out of its Veſſels 
here and there in great Clodders, compreſling 
the ſubſtance of the Brain : In others the ſerc us 
Colluvies have overflowed the whole Head, both 
within and without the Skull : In others a large 
Bladder of Water has been fuund in one of the 
Ventricles compreſling the ſmaller paſlages : 
From which obſervations it may be concluded, 
that the principal places ſolely afle&ed, are nor 
the greater Ventricles, but the middle marrowy 
{ubltance of the Brain and Cerebe)], which is 
every where porous, and indued with very ma- 
ny minute paſſages, both, that the Vital Spirits 
may flow in thither from the blood, and that the 
Animal may flow forth, 

9. And though ſome may ſuppoſe, that the 
Apoplexy, may be cauſed from the hinderance 
of the bloods afflux to the brain ; *tis true this 
may be poſlible, bur, it doesnot often nor eaſy 
happen: for they muſt ſuppoſe it to be eicher 
from the obſtruRton of che inner Carotid Arte» 
ries, and of the YVertebrals, which happens in the 
greater Veſſels, chiefly about the aſſent of the 
Brain, from concreted or clodded blood ; or 
in the lefſer Veſſels , which paſs through the 
Brain from a viſcous matter generated within 
them: but this way it cannot well be, becauſe 
thoſe Cephalick Arteries, to wit, the Carotiaes 
and Yertebrals, do fo communicate one with 
another, and all of them in ſeveral places, are fo- 
macually inzrafted one into arorher, that if ic. 
bappen that many of them ſhould be ſtopped or 
yrefled together at once, yet the blood being 
ſent to the Head, rhough by the paſſage of one 
only Artery, either the Carotide, or the Yerte- 
bral, it would preſ-ntly paſs through al thoſe 
Darts DUE eXferiuur and inte: iour; which thing

 11- Or they ſuppoſe the ſaid afflux of Blood 
may he hindred from a preternatural opening 
of the Blood- Veſſels within the Skull, wherein 
a great quantity of Blood is poured forth, which 
ſhould other ways be converted to the uſe and 
benefit of the Brain : this is poſſible ſomtimes to 
be : But certainly this.Eauſe of an Apoplexy is 
more likely to ariſe from the too great Incur- 
fion and extrayaſation of the Blood within the 
Brain , asthe afore mentioned anatomical 
Obſervations ath 8. do demonſtrate, for that 
the {aid Blood fo extravaſated, for the moft 
part concretes into a hard ſubſtance, which be- 
ivg large and compreſiing the Marrow of the 
Brain, ftop up the Paſſages, and obſtru@ the 
eftiux of the animal Spirits, | 

12. Thus much in general of this Diſeaſe : 

We ſhall now conſider it under its ſeyeral; Bran- 
ches, wherein as we ſay, it iseither accidental or 
bavitual, ſo muſt difterent Cauſcs be aſſigned to 
each, It it be accidental it is for the moſt part 
excited without any previous Diſpoſition, from 
a ſudden and ſolitary Cauſe, being for the moſt 
part'mortal, the curatory Mcthod proving very 
often inetteQtual, And of this the proximate or 
conjun&t Caufe is, either a great ſolution of U- 
nity, hapning ſomwhere within or nere the mid- 
dle of the Brain, from the compreflion or ob- 
ſtruion of its Pores and Paſlages, whereby the 
whole emanation of - the Spirits is ſuppreſſed : 
Or elſe it isa very great and ſudden profliga- 
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Ot 1,to the Trunk of one Veſlel, tion of the Spirits, or an extin&ion of thoſe in« 
y filled all the ſanguiterous

13. This Solution of Unity is either, 1. from 
Blood extravaſated within the Brain, and grow- 
ing there into Clodders, or ſtriking upon the 
atte&ed places : from whence does ofcen arife 
deadly apopleick Paroxyſms, as ſevera! ano- 
comical Obſervations upon Bodies, dying:ot this 
Diſeaſe, have already demonſtrated; but theſe 
morbifick Extravaſations of Blood within the 
Brain, come either from external Violence, as 
a Fall from a high Place, or from a Horle, a 
blow on the Head, or hicting it againſt ſome 
hard thing, and ſuch like: Or, from an inter- 
nal Diſpoſition, the blood being thia and ſharp, 


and growing more then ordinarily bot, either 


of its owa Acord, or by Accident, it flows forth 
through the little Mouths of the Vellels, and fo 
eaſily breaks into the ſoft and yeriding ſubſtance 
of the Brain; where being in great quantit

14. Or 2. from the breaking of an Apoſtem 
or Ulcer ; which although they are rarely to be 
found within the Brain, yet often in the J/c- 
nings , and almoſt from the ſame Cauſe, by 
which the extravaſation of the blood happens. 
This whilſ jt is coming en to Maturation, cau- 
ſes ovly a dull head- ach or heavineſs; but when 
cnce broken, the putrified Matter, falling upon 
the {ortexx of the Brain, corrodes and putrihes 
it, and inſtilling by Degrees its putrid Particles 
(moſt obnoxious to the Spirits) into the Meas- 
tulinm, or marrowy part of the Brain, excites

16. Tae other caule of a ſudden and acci- 
deatal Apoplexy ariſes from the immediate 
profligation or extin&tion of the Spirits, which 
may be cauſed by blaſting with Lightning, or 
the Fumes of Sulphur, Arſevick, Aqua 
Fortis, Spirit of Niter, or Charcole ; and nor 
very ſeldom from itrong Narcoticks, or ſtupi- 
fying Medicines cauſing Sleep ; as alſo from 
the too Immoderate drinking of ſtrong Waters ; 
by the too liberal taking of the laſt of which, 
we have known three ſeveral perſons ſuddenly 
taken with apopleRick Firs, who dyed in the 
height of the Paroxyſm. 

17. But how Opiates afte& in this Caſe Web- 
ferus tellsus, That they do only too much open 
and dilate the Pores and paſſages of the Brain, 
ard as it were open the doors of it, before faſt 
ſhur, whereby every extraneous or forreign and 
incongruous thing is admitted into the Repoſito- 
ry, or ſleeping place of the Spirits, rogether with 
the ſabtil liquor poured forth from the blood ; 
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—_ at firſt in a ſmaller Doſe and gradual- 
ly increaſed, till a familiarity had been be- 
gotten between them, the Opiate would bave 
been fo far from hurting or diſturbing the Spi- 
rits, that on the contrary, it would become in- 
finicely grateful and friendly to the ſame. 

19. The cauſe of an babitual Apoplexy now 
comes to be conſidered, The Proeguminine 
carjunct, or proximate cauſe, is a malignant 
matter heaped up, and diſperſed in the compats 
of the Brain, which at length deſcending into its 
middle or marrowy part, does aflavit and ſup-- 
preſs all the Spirits in the very fountain of their 
produGtion and emanation : Now this poſlibiy 
may be done either by filling the medullary 
Pores; or by obſtruQing and driving away the 
Spirics themſelyes ; or by contaminating them 
with a Szxpor or Numbneſs, as it were by a 
blaſt, (not much unlike lightning) from the ma- 
lignant contat of the matter ruſhing upon 
them : or by all theſe ways together, 

20, For without doubt, the Particles deſcend- 
ing on every fide from the compals of the Brain, 
into its middle part, or Calloxs Body, and en-

23. As to the Procatartick Cauſes of an ha- 
bitual cApoplexy, they are tobe explicated not 
in a much differing Method from the like in 
moſt other Cephalick Diſeaſes ; for tecing that 
the Blood muſt neceſſarily be in faulc, for that 
it ſends to the Head forreign and very betroge- 
neous Particles, obnoxious to the conſtitution 
and texture of the Animal Spirits; and that 
che Brain alſo is in fault, for that it has been by 
degrees weakned and indiſpoſed by the means of 
the ſanguinous difaffetion, whereby its Pores 
and paſſages are altered, made ditſolute and 
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26. Hitherto we have diſcourſed of the cay. 
es of an eApoplexy in the Brain, it now te. 
mains that we ſhew the cauſes of thar proper 
to the Cerebellam. In this caſe the motion of 
the Heart is ofteh ſuppreſſed or proſcribed 
whereby preſently (che blood being retained 
without the Brain) the Animal Spirits deſtinated 
to the vital ſunEicn fall down, even as the lighr 
vaniſhes when the flame is put out, and are 
ſuppreſſed, (fomrimes extinguiſhed) in the foun- 
rain it ſelf, to wit, within the Cerebe/lum :

29. As to the Cauſe of the degrees of the 
Apoplexy, as being either univerſal, every fun- 
&ion natural ſpontaneous, and voluntary ceaſing; 
or particular, this or that part being affeed by 
icſelf; or the faculties (though they all with- 


) our exception ſuffer an E:lipſe ) depraved 


more or leſs, now this, now that ; it ariſes from 
the quantity and quality of the morbifick mat- 
ter, deſcending to the middle or marrowy part 
of the Brain; asalſo from its diſpoſition and lo- 
cation, poſſeſſing ſomtim?s all its whole ſub- 
ſtance; and ſometimes but part of it, as the 
fore, middle, or hinder parts thereof, &s. 


LV. The Prognoſticks of the Apoplexy, 

I. This Diſeaſe is for the moſt part mortal, 
always doubtful, and never without preſent or 
ſucceſſive danger, for that the Spirits themſelves 
are the immediate obj:Gs of its malignity or vi- 
olence, 

2. That is moſt dangerous of all,in which,be- 
ſides the abolition of all the (pontaneous Fun- 
Rions, the Pulſe and Breathing are alſo deffi- 
cient, or are performed with great labour and 
difficulty ; and this for the moſt part happens 
with a cold clammy Sweat, Snorting,and a Foam 
at Much,all which indicate immediately Death. 

3. In an apoplediick Fit, if help follows che 
uſe of proper and fit means, a recovery is to 
be hoped for ; but if on the contrary, the Dt: 
ſemper continues without intermiſton, above 
the ſpace of four and twenty hours, the Caſe 
is very deſperate. 

4. If after the ficſt Aphonick Paroxyſm , 
the fick becomes more ſtupid, numb, os dull,

or is frequently troubled with a Scotomia or 
Vertigo, it isto be feared, that more Fits will 
follow : for then it is certain, that the D ſcaſe 
proceeds from the morbifick Matter already 
heaped up in the Compaſs of the Brain and 
there diſperſedly flowing, deſcends through the 
ſmall Pores only into the marrowy Part. ; 
which malign aad poyſonous or neurotick mat- 
cer {increaſing to a fulneſs, haſtens on a freſh 
Paroxyiſm, 

5. A ſtrong Apoplexy (ſaith Hippocrates 
Sett, 2. eAph. 42. is impoſlible to be cured, and 
a weak one not very eaſily : this Galen, thus ex- 
plains: Aſtrong Apoplexy is when the breathing 
is uneven and diſorderly, and ſomtimes inter - 
mitring ; and it ſuch a breathing is very bard 
or ditficulc, the Diſeaſe is ſtronger; if the breath 
be ſtopt ir is molt ſtrong ; but when there is ſome 
order (that is regularicy and eafineſs) in the 
breathing, the Diſeaſe is the weaker. 

6. A faint Sweat in an Apoplexy is evil, for 
it ſhews great oppreſſion of Nature ; and it is 
ſo much the worſe if it be cold and clammy, 
and with great difficulty of breathig. 

7. Hippocrates Set. 6. Aph. 51. faith, that 
thoſe who are taken with an eApoplexy dye in 
feven days, except a Feaver ſeiſe them : bur 
ic muſt be a violent one, and eſſentially ſpringing 
from the inflamation of the Humors and Spirits, 
otherwiſe it will not diſcuſs the Matter which 
cauſeth the epoplexy : For otherwiſe if ir be 
only ſymptomical and gentle, or bappning acci- 
dencally from a burning diſpcſicion in the Head 
through too much Blood in the Veins thereof, 
the Feaver then cauſes Symproms of Frenzy or 
Madneſs, which weakens the animal Faculcies, 
rather than weakens the Diſeaſe, 

8. Moreover a Feaver which will have power 
enough to diſſolve an Apoplexy, muſt come in 
the begianing of che Diſeaſe, whillt Nature has 
ſome kind of Vigour and Strength to make re. 
filtance : for as Hippocrates in Coacis ſaith, if a 
Feaver come upon an Apopiexy, ater it has 
continued long, it is deadly, 

" 9. An eApoplexy of the Brain going off, often 
degenerates eicher into a Pally of the whole Bo 
dy, or into a Hemiplegia ; for that the morbi«

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fhicx Maiter is not diſcu{{-d otherwiſe than upon with Riverize, he ought to conſider whether 


the ipinil Nerves. 

10 It the Paroxylm is ſo extream, as pre: 
ſent.y ro deprive the Patient both of Pulſe and 
Breathinz, fo that a lictle after they grow cod, 
and ſeem deaJ, yet they are not preſently to 
be laid out and given over without hope, under 
three or four day, becauſe ſuch do ſomrimes 
revive again, either of their own accord, or by 
the uſe of means. In ſuch it is certain, thar the 
vital heatin the Heart was not totally extinquiſh- 
ed, but like fire raked up in Aſhes, it revives 
azain, the morbifick Matter being diſfipated, or 
evaporated from the Cerebellum. 

11. AneApoplexy hapning in Youth, and in 
Summer time, demonſtrates the great Vehe- 
. mency of the Cauſe; and ſuch an one, ſaith Hip- 
pocrates,Seft.2, Aph.z4. is exceeding dangerous, 


LVI. The Care of an Apoplexy in the Fit. 


1, The fick being in the Fir (if ic proceeds not 
from ſome external vehement hurc of the Head ) 
whether ic proceeds from Biood let out of the 
Veſſels, or a ſerous or watery humor, or the 
breaking of an Apoſtem inthe Brain, or other 
invincible Cauſe, yer ought the Cure to be at- 
rempted + in performing of which, ler the ſick 
fic as upright as may be in a Chair for ſome 
bours : (for the Diſeaſe being a {leepy Diſcale, 
if the ſick ſhould be pur to bed, it mighr incline 
the more to ſleep, which is expreſsly againſt the 
intention of Cure : ) then let the extream Parts 
(to wit, )the Hands, Arms, Thighs, Legs, and 
Feer, be moderately chafed, and as Sennerus 
adviſes,be rubbed with Salt and Vinegar. 

2. Keep his Mouth open,by putting ſomthing 
beween the Teeth ; and inftil into the Mouth 
the Spirit or Tinfture of Caſtoreum : 
Or this following Mixture : Take Spirit of Au- 
pelica the greater (ompoſition, two ounces : 
Powers of Lavender, and Roſemary, of each an 
ounce: Tiniture of Caſtoreum, half an ounce : 
Syrup of Peony, enough to. ſweeten them: mix 
chem together, and give the fick half a ſpoonful 
ata time.
